THE CRY OF THE ORPHAN. 


We would direct the earnest attention of our readers to the appeal 
which has been made on behalf of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, 
but to which, we deeply regret to state, a wholly inadequate response 
has till now been made.

This is 
surely unworthy of a community with such traditions as Anglo-Jewry 
possesses and takes pride in. The Nev: Tsedek has, at present, the 
charge of four hundred little children, who are either fatherless or 
motherless, or both. As such, it is doing a blessed work of humanity, 
besides averting from the community the social danger which might 
result if its orphans were allowed to run wild and uncared-for in the 


streets. We cannot, for a moment, imagine that an institution so. 


beneficent in character, and so vital to the general well-being, will be 
suddenly left in the lurch, or that the kindly and even loving 
attitude which the community has for so many years observed 
towards one of its most favoured charities will be changed at this 
hour of day for one of comparative indifference. We, therefore, 
beseech those of our readers who have not yet sent in their donations 
to do so without further delay, and those who have already subscribed 
to ask themselves whether they cannot add to their subscription. Only 
thirteen days now separate us from the festival dinner in aid of the 
institution, and we trust that this short interval will be utilised to 
such @dvantage that the balance still uncollected will be gathered in.

The Site of and who have been corresponding since in our 
the New columns, upon the question of the site for the new 
Synagogue. New Synagogue have been animated by a desire to do 
that which is for the greatest benefit of the greatest 

number. Such questions always raise differences of principle—such 
points, e./., as to whether a synagogue demanded by one district ought 
to be placed in it if it is likely to divert members from neighbouring 
synagogues. But the determination of such difference rests, to a very 
large extent, upon matters .of fact, and upon these facts there was 
considerable disagreement in the debate referred to. The Council, by 
practically further referring to the Executive the question whether 


‘South Tottenham or Stamford Hill should be chosen as the Jocal of 


the new synagogue, have left the way clear for an enquiry into the 
cases made by the respective parties. We would add, that whatever 
be the ultimate decision arrived at, the appeal of the Jews of South 
Tottenham for greater educational facilities should be answered with 


the least delay possible. 


The Recorder of Oswestry (MR. LLOYD KENYON), has, we observe, 
taken exception to two wealthy Jews supporting the 
Welsh Disestablishment Billk Mr. KENYON asks 
whether a movement favoured and financed by 
these men was a Christian movement, and one which Christian men 
could believe to be for the glory of God. These statements raise very 
important questions of principle. They are briefly these. Ought the 
Jew to be restricted in the conscientious exercise of his political rights ; 
and if he honestly believes, with many Christian fellow-citizens, that an 
established church is aninfringement of the cardinal principle of religious 
equality, ought he to be debarred from. giving effect to his opinion in 
every legitimate manner? In our opinion it is hard to answer either 
of these two questions in the affirmative without placing a very r arrow 
and limited value upon the theory of equal citizenship.

Moreover, where is this limitation to stop? Are Catholics as well as 
Jews to be ruled out of the discussion; and are agnostics and the 
many thousands of sheer indifferentists to be treated similarly? If 
not, why is the Jew thus to be specially marked? At the same time, 
the issue opened up is not one altogether of high principle. Jews have 
to ask themselves whether their mingling in a discussion which directly 
affects the status of one branch of the Christian faith (even though the 
question of religious equality may be involved), will not offend the sus- 
ceptibilities of their Christian fellows ; while they have also to anticipate 
the effect upon their own peace of such a line of argument as that 
which Mr. KENYON adopts. In days gone by Jewish members of 
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Parliament have rather taken the course of non-interference, and it may 
he that that is the safest course to adopt in the present circumstances. 
But that Jews should be compelled in this way to differentiate between 
sectional considerations and their duty to principle is an unpleasant 
reminder of the limitations, enforced in practice, of Jewish equality, 
whatever may be the mere theory of the matter. 


THE eloquent and touching appeal which the Rev. A. A. GREEN 
made at the opening of the new premises of the 
Social Club for the Jewish Deaf for a Jewish Minister 
specially to look after the blind and mute is one that 
ought to come home to the heart and conscience of 
the community. It cannot fairly be said that English Jews have 
altogether neglected their obligations to these afflicted coreligionists. 
The Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home and the Institution for the Relief of 
the Indigent Blind betoken otherwise, while it may also be recalled 
that it was a Jew—the late Mr. W. VAN PRAAGH—who introduced into 
England the continental system of lip-reading. But it is clear from 
Mr. GREEN'S speech that we have not done all in these matters that 
it was our duty to do: else it would not have been left to the personal 
initiative of Mr. GREEN himself to act as Chaplain of the Club for the 
Deaf. One would have thought that men and women suffering as 
these unfortunate people do, would need the solace of religion not less, 
but, as Mr. GREEN rightly pleads, more, than the rest of the community, 
and that the community would have organised such ministrations on a 
proper and adequate basis. We hope that now the question has been 
raised by Mr. GREEN, it will be taken up without delay. We are 
certain that the community will only have to be informed of the 
existing state of things to provide a satisfactorv remedy. 


The Mute 
and the Blind. 


THERE was an interesting debate in the House of Lords on 
Monday ‘upon the question of the treatment of 
Indians in South Africa. In the course of this 
discussion the EARL OF SELBORNE laid it down 
that “the principle to be considered was that it 
was not a sound basis that all subjects of the King must have the same 
rights in all parts of the Empire, but rather that the particular and 
special interest of each part of the Empire ought to be the first con- 
sideration of the whole of the Empire.” With great respect, we are 
unable to follow the noble Earl in this theory. We think that the 
principle he enumerated is a derogation from the high standard of British 
Imperialism. It sets up different degrees of Imperial citizenship, if we 
may use that exvression, and allows one section of the Empire to hold 
another at arm's length—perhaps on grounds of trade, perhaps on 
grounds of prejudice and jealousy, which, according to the MARQUIS 
OF CREWE, are operating in the present instance. 


Race 
Differentiation. 


If members of the same Empire, owing allegiance to the same 
Sovereign, are not to be given equal rights and opportunities within that 
Sovereign's dominions, then where is equality to be sought, and is not 
the lustre of the Par Brittanica painfully dimmed’? For our part we 
hold the differentiation between races to be thoroughly bad and 
vicious from top to bottom. It opens out prospects of infinite cruelty, 
wrong, and injustice; it is alien to the whole spirit of British 
institutions ; and it ought never to be admitted as a governing prin- 
ciple into the administration of the British Empire, where it would 
make for Imperial disruption rather than for the union which all so 
ardently desire. 


WE are extremely disappointed that the Home Secretary has rejected 
the plea of the Trades Union Congress for a reduction 
Naturalisation. of the Naturalisation fee. Mr. MCKENNA is reported 


to have told the deputation of the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee of the Congress that they were all agreed that the alien ought to 
pay the cost of the fee, by which, we presume, is meant the cost of natura- 
lisation. He went on to say that the actual cost is certainly over £3. 
But he must surely know that the fee charged is £5, at which figure 
the State, so far from losing, is probably gaining, on the transaction. 
We cannot follow the Home Secretary, therefore, when he suggests 
that a reduction of the present charge would mean throwing the cost of 
naturalisation upon the British taxpayer. When Mr. MCKENNA, 
moreover, points out that the naturalised alien would reap all the 
financial benefits of the social reform system which is now being estab- 
lished, he entirely overlooks the fact that the alien contributes his full 
share to the national expenditure upon this system. We however, prefer 
to put the matter upon the highest ground, and respectfully submit 
to the Home Office that it is not in the interests of the State that it 
should perpetuate the existence of foreign settlements in its midst, but 
that it should do its utmost to facilitate their incorporation into the 
body-politic. A system which runs up the total cost of naturalisation 
to £7 or more per head, and aggravates this difficulty hy the imposition 
of an. educational test, is, in our belief, unwise and mistaken. We 
trust that Mr. MCKENNA will listen, in a more sympathetic mood, to 
the plea which the Board of Deputies hope to address to him upon the 


same subject. 


THE proceedings at the meeting of the Animal Defence and Anti- 
Vivisection Society prove once more the necessity

It has been 
shown before now that it is defective in that it renders the emptying 
of the body of blood more difficult, and shortens the period duriny 
which the meat can be kept wholesome. From the Jewish point 
of view, the proposal is totally inadmissible. The fact, however, tha: 
it was brought forward by Mr. GREENWOOD, who showed himsel! 
amenable to reason in the case of the Slaughter of Animals Bill, 
indicates the hold which the agitation has taken on the minds of « 
certain section of people. Mr. GREENWOOD was asked, at the meet- 
ing, why the Jews had been exempted from the Slaughter of Animals 
Bill, and replied that he had agreed to the exemption with reluctance 
Altogether, the proceedings proved conclusively that the communit) 
must be up and doing if it desires to be spared a serious religious 
difficulty. The question arises whether an educational campaign upor 
an extensive scale might not advantageously be embarked upon. But 
the matter is primarily one for the Board of Deputies.

THE ATTITUDE OF THE FEDERATION. 
[Special to the ‘* Jewish Chronicle."’ | 

Seen by a representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, Mr. Mark Moses, J.P. 
Treasurer of the Federation of Synagogues, stated that no further progress hac 
been made in the negotiations in reference to the Chief Rabbinate, the matter 
having been left in the stage which was reached at the end of the corresponden « 
published in the JEWISH CHRONICLE. The non-resumption of the negotiations 
was partly due, Mr. Moses explained, to the absence from England of Lord 
Swaythling. 

“ We are most anxious,” Mr. Moses said, “ to maintain the unity of the com 
munity. Our efforts have been solely directed towards obtaining what we consider 
to be proper representation on the body which will appoint the Chief Rabbi, an: 
failing that representation, the Federation, for the sake of the principle involved, 
If someone is elected who 
is acceptable to the Federation, that body will welcome him warmly and give him 
every support.” 

How was it, our representative asked, that instead of the correspondence bein: 
proceeded with, a round-table conference was not held? 

“It is a pity,” Mr. Moses replied, “that the suggestion for such a conference 
was not made by the United Synagogue at the time.” 

Does the general body of the Federation endorse the attitade taken up by the 
hon. officers ? 

“TI can only say that when, at the last meeting, Lord Swaythling outlined bi» 
views, they were received with general applause and approval, and no note 0! 
criticism was sounded.” 

Has the appointment of a Chief Minister by the Federation any bearing on 
the Rabbinate question ”? 

“ Not the slightest. In fact, when the gentlemen were interviewed, the late 
Dr. Adler was still alive, and all were given clearly to understand that they would 
be expected to support the Chief Rabbi. That injunction would still apply.” 

What is the general attitude of the Federation towards the class of candidate 
to be appointed to the Chief Rabbi’s office? 

“The community ought to understand that the Federation will take up 4 
generous attitude in regard to the gentleman to be appointed as Chief Rabbi. The 
East End congregations already possess rabbinical authorities whom it is possible 
for them to consult, and they are anxious to have at the head of the community 4 
man who, besides possessing certain definite essential rabbinical qualifications, 
shall at the same time be able to represent the community adequately to the out- 
side world. We quite realise the fact that the East End probably has most to gain 
from such effective representation.”

| feel bound to ask what untoward eyent has brought him there.” 


_ Yet withal, by force of sheer influence, by wonderful tact and never- 
ailing resource, Mr. Emanuel managed to cover up the state of affairs which 


the little story I have just retailed, indicated as existing. He succeeded in 
compelling at least an outward manifestation of allegiance to the synagogue. 
He managed to hide and gloze over the ugly symptoms of internal decadence 
that but for him would have been apparent. He it was who checked, delayed 
and prevented, for the time being, the riving of the congregation, and kept it 
at least in all outward semblance united. His personal appeal has sufficed for 
gathering in the material wherewithal when required. No other could bring 
such a response, an example of which was noted only a few months ago. But 
if Mr. Emanuel has been able to hide, to gloze over, to cover, he has not been 
able to eradicate and remove. Religious indifference. religious carelessness, 
religious defiance are in no provincial congregation of which I know anything, 
more rampant than they are in Birmingham. No body of Jews nominally 
united are actually more divided. Mr. Emanuel has been able to hide, to 
gloze over and to cover. Now, with his retirement, the mask will fall, and 
the true features of the Birmingham Hebrew Congregation will be revealed. 
The absence of all that betokens a true Jewish spirit will be their dominant 
characteristic. 

That the congregation will remain even nominally united is not probable, 
and, perhaps, hardly desirable. 1 was in Birmingham only once on a visit, but 
what I then saw, and what I have been able to glean from one who has known 
the congregation more or less intimately all his life, convinces me that it con- 
tains an element, poor, perhaps, in the material sense, but rich in the spiritual. 
The duty of that element—and it can readily distinguish itself—is 
to cut itself adrift from the enervating contact of the majority. The 
constitution of the Birmingham Congregation to-day is like brandy and water, 
which Dr. Johnson, [ think it was, declared the spoiling of two good things. 
The maintenance, especially during later years, of a unity which was a sham 
and an unreality in deference to a tradition that had long ceased to be a 
worthy one, has done its fell work in Birmingham. So long as the Jewish 
denizens of the Edgbaston quarter performed their tacitly-implied obligation of 
the co-partnership, and were willing to pay though they could not be induced to 
pray, the arrangement was tolerable. Now that they do not set the value of 
a Minister of the Congregation at more than £5 a week—£4 of it being eked out 
from the retiring pension of Mr. Emanuel—they have become as useless as 
they have long been dangerous to the growth and development of Birmingham 
Jewry. 

For one thing the location of the beautiful synagogue which Birmingham 
possesses has long been an anomaly. The Jews living in its vicinity, observant 
and earnest as they are, could have brought to it the spirit which can 
alone be the life of any synagogue. Years ago, they formed 
their own place of worship in a Beth Hamedrash near by, 
maintaining between themselves and the synagogue the relations 
of vassal and suzerain. For the ‘rest, Birmingham Jewry resides 
at long distances from the synagogue—corporeally as well as_ religiously 
—and if anything is to be done to meet the needs of our brethren in the 
midland town, at least two other synagogues at the far ends of the town are 
imperative. Or rather ought to be, for I doubt whether there is sufficient 
religious energy in the congregation to-day to put forth effectually the neces- 
sary effort to such an end. And in the meantime there is growing up a body 
of young Jews and Jewesses in Birmingham who, to an extent greater by far than

OBITUARY. 


PHILIP A. FOCSHANEANU (BUCHAREST). 

The Jewish community of Bucharest, nay, of Roumania, has suffered a 
great loss in the death of Philip A. Focshaneana, which occurred on Wednesday, 
the lith inst. He died at the ripe age of eighty years, but to the last his eye 
was not dimmed, nor had his strength waned. He was a tower of strength, a man 
of indomitable energy, strong determination, and powerful initiative, and for 
close upon forty years he devoted his time, his energy, his experience and his 
wealth to the furtherance of charitable and educational work in Roumania. 
President of almost every prominent institution in Bucharest, he did not allow the 
minutest detail to escape his closest scrutiny, and every one of these institutions 
owe their success to the work of Focshaneanu. Well known and highly respected 
in all circles of Roumanian society, he had a profound love for his people. 
President of the Temple (he was one of the last survivors of the fourteen original 
members who founded the Temple in Bucharest), President of the Jacob Lotbel 
Schools, President of the Jewish Hospital, President of the Chevra Kadisha, of the 
Home for the Aged, and of many other institutions, his special interest lay in 
the direction of education. More than forty years ago he founded scholarships for 
talented Jews for furthering their edacation abroad. He powerfully assisted in 
the preparation and circulation of books for Jewish teaching in the schools, 
defraying the original costs of publication, among them being the Hebrew grammars 
and translations of the Bible by Dr. Beck and Mr. Bally, and the Bible history 
(written by me}, which for thirty years has been taught in all the Jewish schools 
of Roumania. He especially promoted technical education and training of girls, and 
built, supported, and endowed such a school which bears bis name, and 
to which he bad now left the residue of his fortune, which is close upon 
£15,000. Therespect in which he was held wasshown by the immense funeral]; nothing 
like it has happened for close upon forty years. The road, from the house to the 
cemetery, four or five miles long, passing the various institations with which he was 
connected, was lined by the boys and girls of the echools and charitable institutions 
with their banners. The police kept perfect order, close upon 5,000 people followed 
the héarse, addresses were delivered along the road, and in the various institutions 
aud synagogues, special services being held by Drs. Beck, Niemirower and Hal- 
perin in the Jacob Lot bel Schools, the Focshaneanu School where also the head- 
mistress delivered an address, in the Great Synagogue and at the Temple. When 
the cort:ge left the residential quarter and passed to the business part of the town 
all the Jewish shops were closed and the lamps in the street were lighted. The 
funeral started at 1 o’clock from the house and finished at 8 o’clock amidst the 
signs of sorrow and mourning of the largeassembly at the cemetery. Focshaneanu 
was one of the most prominent men in Jewish and Gentile society in Roumania, 
and be leaves behind him an undying name and a grand example to other members 
of the community. To me, personally, his death means the disappearance of an 
old and trusted friend whom I venerated and respected from my earliest youth.

WHAT THE JEWS DO FOR RUSSIAN COMMERCE. 


Eloquent Russian Testimonials.—The Premier's Position. 
(From our Correspondent.)

to accuse in the Dums the officials of the Ministry of Finance of going out of their 
way to reward the Kieff Jews “for torturing to death Yuschinsky and sendin:

of Jewish supremacy in Kieff, of their monopolisation of commerce and bankin, 
houses at the expense of the Russians and of the support lent to them by the Stat 
Bank, the manager of the Kieff branch of which, M. Afanasyev, “ventured 
describe the scheme for the Russification of commerce as a wild plan.” In realit, 
the Real Russians were perturbed at the fact that M. Afanasyev presided at a pro 
Jewish meeting about three weeks ago (as I already reported), and, with a view to 
bringing about his downfall, they related in the Duma that Jewish swindler» 
obtained a footing in the State Bank of Kieff, and that their expulsion from the 
city would mean the bankruptcy of the branch. Hence, they argued M. 
Afanasyev’s attitude :towards the question, and his protection of “Jews who 
steal and embezzle State property.” 

The Duma here witnessed a phenomenon extremely rare in Russian Parlia 
mentary records. The Opposition sided with the Government against the Right. 
The principal spokesman of the Cadets was Professor Luchitsky, the deputy for 
Kieff. Inan extremely successful speech, he proved to the House that the 
Ministry of Finance acted legally and wisely in annulling the late Premiér’s order, 
and he showed tha. M. Afanasyev's activity in Kieff was beneficial to the Stat: 
Bank, which derived great profits from the Jewish customers. In addressing t!:

The Duma then rejected the urgency of the interpellation by 114 votes against 
74, and the matter was sent toa committee. 


THE VIEWS OF THE GOVERNOR OF THE STATE BANK. —

published the views of the Governor of the State Rank on the anti-Semitic attacks 
on M. Afanasyev. ‘ The State Bank,” said M. Konshin, “can only examine bills 
of exchange as to their financial security, but it cannot distinguish between Jew 
and Gentile.

‘rom @ few ignorant merchants afraid of Jewish competition, and they despatched

odertaken a series of searches for Jews, in order to demonstrate their activity in 
e matter.

This fine has 
been regarded as obsolete even by reactionaries, inasmuch as poor Jews were often 
“ned because their sons emigrated on account of persecution, or because sons never 
rn were entered by mistake in the register. (ne hears every vear of tragic 
ses, when Jews lose their property because their ailing sons are in the hospital 
and they cannot appear before the recruiting commission, or because their 
\ughters were wrongly registered as boys. And this year a Tiraspol widow was 
ade to pay the fine, because she failed to bring another son to the commission, 
‘his son being registered as having been born ‘‘a few months ” 


later than the son 
ho did appear before the commission. 


“ Bat,” argued the poor Jewess, “this is 
a physical impossibility!” “This is not our business,” replied the authorities of 


Tiraspol. Dead sons very often remain on the register, and cases occurred when 
thers had to pay the fine even for sons killed during the pogroms. 

The Duma also declined to endorse the proposal to exempt Jewish ecclesias- 
‘ical authorities from service in the army, a privilege extended to Christian and 
‘lussnlman priests. It must be noted that this concession to Jews was opposed by 
the deputies who always advocated the exclusion of the Jews from the army or 
their enlistment in an auxiliary force “ of hewers of wood and drawers of water,” 
heir sole motive of voting against Jewish exemptions from the army, at a time 
when they wish to see them out of the ranks of the forces, being summed up in 
‘heir strong desire “ to annoy the Jews.” 

The Duma Education Committee has deleted from the regulations of the 
fomsk polytechnic the clause prohibiting the admission into the 
nstitution. 

The Duma has adopted the interpellation drawing attention to the illegalities 

mmitted in Odessa by the former Prefect in permitting the anti-Semites to 
terrorise the Jews and prevent them from voting at the last bye-election. 


A STRIKING APPEAL OF A 


of Jews 


JEWISH DEPUTY. 
Deputy Niselovitch has despatched a most remarkable appeal to all members 
f both Houses of Parliament, which speaks volumes for the mental anxieties of a 
‘ewish representativein the Duma. This once extreme optimist (who, previous 
his election as deputy hada distinguished career as journalist, specialist in 
‘abour and commercial problems, and official of the Ministry of Finance), now 
appears before usas the author of a desperate and tragic appeal to the Russian 
representatives in. the name of Divine power. “ With a broken heart and with a 
prayer on my lips,” be wrote, “I turn to you, Almighty, as You know full well 
at as a Russian Jew I have nobody on earth in these days of whom to seek com- 
rt in my restricted position.” In the appeal he enumerated the acts of Jewish 
rsecution as regards domicile, education, local government, civil service, etc.; 
e emphasised the participation of the Jews in Russian wars, the fact that the 
iberal movement was begun in 1904 by the Zemsifvos (where Jews did not sit), 
nat Jews, as persecuted citizens, could not help sympathising with the Liberals, 
nd that the Russian navy (where Jews did not serve), and not the army, 
revolted during the turbulent times. Speaking of the feelings of the Jews towards 
the Liberals, he stated (as I already pointed out to Baron Heyking), that the Jews 
regarded themselves as good Russian citizens, and that this sentiment always com- 
vels them to go hand-in-hand with the entire Russian nation. Referring to his 
areer in the Duma, he wrote: “Four difficult years I spent in the arena of 
pain, and I lost what is most dear toa man, my health. I entered the Taurida 
alace full of hopes, which decreased every day.” The appeal is interwoven with 
‘notations from the Psalms, and ends as follows: “Almighty, look down on my 


ailing, bleeding heart, and forgive me that my strength has gone and my heart is 
broken.”

THE RESIGNATION OF THE CHIEF RABBI OF TURKEY. 
Acceptance Refused by the Government. 


The Council of Ministers bas refused to accept the resignation of the Grand 
Rabbi of Turkey, considering that the motives for his withdrawal are insufficient. 
— Reuter, Constantinople, Monday. 

Our Correspondent in Constantinople, writing before the decision of the 
Turkish Cabinet was arrived at, states: The crisis brought about by the unexpected 
resignation of M. Haim Nahoum continues, but although he persists in his retire- 
ment, he has asked the Sublime Porte for authority to convene the National 
Assembly, the highest Jewish authority and the body which elects both the Chief 
Rabbi and the Consistory. The important Jewish communities of Salonica and 
Smyrna have written to M. Nahoum, begging him to withdraw his resignation in 
the interests of the future of Ottoman Judaism. Many serious results would ensue 
if the Chief Rabbi abandoned his post; one would be that the foreign Ashkenazio 
community, which is loyal to him, would, with the support of the Austro-Han- 
garian Ambassador, open shops for the sale of Kosher meat, and thus cause the 


Gabella (meat tax), which is the principal source of the revenue of the Chief Rab- 
binate to, be reduced almost to the vanishing point. 


JEWISH SETTLEMENT IN A PORTUGUESE COLONY. 
Invitation to Emigrants from Russia. | 


[From a Correspondent.] 


The Republicans in Portugal evidently mean to prove that under the new 
regiome religious freedom is no empty figment. In this classic land of religious 
intolerance, with its memories of the Inquisition, the position of the Jews under 
the Republic has fundamentally changed from that of being shunned to that of 
being sought after. ‘The latest manifestation of this change is a Bill that has been 
submitted to Congress tending to divert to the uplands of Angola (a Portuguese 
West-African colony) the stream of Russo-Jewish emigrants. The Bill is a short 
one of eight articles, and contains very favourable conditions to the advantage of 
such emigrants. It authorises the Government to cede land to Jewish immigrants 
on the request of charitable or emigration societies legally constituted either in 
Portugal or abroad. The sub-section relating to naturalisation is distinctly 
favourable. It provides that naturalisation can be obtained by a declaration 
before two witnesses in the Administration of the Council of the port of dis- 
embarkation. It would appear, therefore, that an immigrant can, if he so desire, 
become naturalised as soon as he lands, as no period of residence is specified. 

In this connection, a lengthy article which recently appeared in the journal 
 Seculo, is worthy of notice, as it is the most widely circulated of all Portuguese 
papers, and is generally regarded as the official organ of the party in power. The 
article is entitled “ The Colonisation of the Uplands of Angola.” It is written in 
a warm tone of admiration for the Jews. Some extracts are as follows :— 

The first European colonisation in St. Thomé was effected by the Jews expelled from 
Portugal and shortly afterwards that island was flourishing. It is ome beyond a 
doubt that the economic and intellectual decadence of Portugal dates from the expulsion 
of the Jews. Holland was enriched by this immigration, and she prides herself on havten 
afforded an asylum to Spinoza and so many other geniuses who are celebrated in history 
in so many different ways. hat can we do better than to make an appeal to the 
Russo-Jewish emigrant who is denied any liberty in his native land, and whose fecund 
work is so well-known in the countries where he has established himself—in Palestine, 
North America and Brazil’ The statistics of the Jewish colonies in Palestine, the 
United States and Argentina demonstrate the capacity of the race that we wish to 
introduce into Angola. From what we have stated, it will be concluded that the coloni- 
sation of the uplands of Angola is of urgent necessity for the maintenance of our pre- 
dominance in that region, and that the best and most rapid way is to try to attract there 
the stream of Russian Jewish emigrants that is now enriching Turkey and America. To 


achieve this result it is necessary to concede to such emigrants equal guarantees to those 
that are assured to our own emigrants. 


THE IMMIGRATION QUESTION. 
Messrs. Schiif and Straus Disagree. 
[From our Correspondent.) 
NEW YORK. 

Mr. Jacob H. Schiti and the Hon. Oscar §. Straus expressed differences of 
opinion on the immigration question when they spoke at the annual meeting of the 
Hebrew Sheltering and Immigrant Aid Society. Senator Penrose was among the 
other speakers. 

“Tam not afraid of the future of immigration,” said Mr. Schiff. “I do not 
fear that the bars will be put down. Certainly there will be some restriction. 
Some cannot enter, but even then you must not go too far. The immigration 
inspectors go too far.” Mr. Schiff asserted that laws ought to be passed providing 
for agents in foreign ports, who would make sure that immigrants, before being 
allowed to depart, were in no danger of deportation. He declared that persons 
who had a slight illness that might prevent them landing in this country should 
not be allowed to take passage. “The Jews must keep quiet on the passport 

“A passport involves Americanism, not Judaism. Let 
the Government work out the question. The American people have a deal of 
common sense, and that always comes to the surface.” 

In discussing the same question, Mr. Straus.said in part: “I differ with Mr. 
Schiff on one subject. I think perhaps it is his kind heart and ready sympathy 
that makes him take the stand he does. If we demand of Russia, England, Italy, 


and other European countries the right to place agents abroad for an examination 
of those planning to come to this country, the foreign Governments must be per- 
mitted to station officers on our soil for a similar purpose. 


I don’t think the 
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American people would allow that. It is better for us to suffer the evils of 
deportation than to permit such action.” 


PERSECUTION OF RUSSIAN JEWS. 
Striking Facts. 
[From our Corresvondent.] 


A remarkable recrudescence of the expulsions of Jews is now witnessed all 
over Russia. In accordance with instructions from St. Petersburg, a revision of 
the right of Jewish domicile is carried out in the province of Smolensk, and it is 
accompanied by expulsions. At Kozlov (Tambov), the police surrounded all 
Jewish shops and verified the nature of their trade. At Almazna and Losova 
(Ekaterinoslav), searches for Jews resulted in the arrest and expulsion of some of 
our coreligionists. Similar news came from the villages in the province of Vitebsk. 
Sixteen Jewish families are being exiled from a village near Dombrova (Poland), 
for residing on peasants’ estates. The Kursk artisan, M. Hak, although acquitted 
by the Court on the charge of trading there, was exiled tothe Pale. The holders 
of the State estates in the provinces of Wilna and Kovno were informed that they 
would be deprived of the estates, should they be found permitting Jews to reside 
there during the sammer. The Jew, Jacob Diner, was sentenced at Odessa toa 
fine of fifteen roubles for stopping at a Samara hotel on account of illness, whilst 
travelling as a commercial representative to the Far Fast. ‘ Because | am a Jew, 
must I, therefore, die in the street?” sharply protested the defendant. Finally, 
at St. Petersburg, the Prefect ordered the exile of such Jewish merchants who, 
instead of trading only, also have other professions in hand. For all this we have 
to thank the anti-Semitic Minister of the Interior, M. Makaroff. ats 


Death of the Chief Rabbi of Prague. 
[From our Correspondent.) 


PRAGUE. 

The Jewish community of this city is deeply affected by the death of its much 
revered spiritual chief, Dr. Nathan Ehrenfeld, who passed away on February 17th 
in his seventieth year. Dr. Ehbrenfeld, who was born in Czusz (Hangary) 
in 1843, pursued his studies in prominent Jewish training colleges such as 
Pressburg and Eisenstadt (in the latter town he was a disciple of the celebrated 
Rabbi, Dr. Hildesheim), and in the Vienna University. At Kiel (Schleswig) he 
received the diploma of Doctor of Philosophy for his treatise “ Joseph Albo’s 
doctrine of the principles and tests of religion.” He began his Rabbinical 
career in Brandenburg (Prussia), then went to Prenzlau and Gnesen, 
and in 1890 he was appointed to the office of Chief Rabbi in Prague. 
Dr. Ebrenfeld’s oratorical capacity was so well known that he repeatedly 
received calls from important Jewish congregations in Germany, Breslau and 
Berlin among others. The deceased Chief Rabbi was the offspring of a family 
in which Talmudic science was hereditary, and although he came to this city from 
a comparatively small congregation in the grand duchy of Posen, he proved equal 
to the task set bim in Prague and gained the confidence of the entire Jewish 
community. Questions of a theological nature were frequently put to him from 
very distant quarters and were answered in an orthodox sense. To mention one 
instance: In Hamburg and Altona there was a difference of opinion as to 
the preservation in a Jewish cemetery of cremated remains. Dr. Ebrenfeld, 
who was requested to decide the point at issue, declared that such a disposal 
Accordingly, urns containing the ashes of the 
cremated are not to be interred in the Jewish cemetery of this city. Through Dr. 
Ebrenfeld’s endeavours arrangements were made for ritual slaughtering in the 
public abattoir. His goodness of heart made him the proper instrument of dis- 
creet acts of charity, and it was through his medium that the late Baron Roths- 
child (of Frankfort), for many years sent alms to bohemia. By his modesty, com- 
bined with firmness, he made himself popular in the highest official circles, and, 
indeed, was frequently invited to be present at soirces in the palace of the 
Govenor-General of Bohemia. His memory, like that of his immediate predeces- 
sors, Marcus Hirsch and Solomon Rappoport, will ever live in the annals of the 
Prague Jewish community.

I shall keep your readers informed of everything that concerns Semitic studies ; 
but meanwhile, I would ask why the great Jewish seats of learning are not send- 
ing representatives to the Congress. Such a representation would be an act of 
affirmation of Judaism as a moral force in the world. It would be of particular 
interest, for example, were a Rabbi or other Jewish scholar to submit a paper on 
the relations between the Hellenes and the Hebrews after the compilation of the 
Talmud andthe Midrash. Such a communication would also have a moral influence 
on Eastern populations, as showing that at Jerusalem and Athens, before the rise 
of es there existed relations of real friendship between the two 
peoples. 

Orthodox Jewish members of the Congress, who may be inconvenienced by the 
fact that the first days of the Congress (which will last a week), will coincide with 
the last days of Passover, may rest assured that they will find everything here that 
will satisfy their requirements in respect to public worship and Kashruth. 

The reference to public worship reminds me—although the matter is not 
germane to the Congress-—-of a statement made by your Salonica correspondent, 
that the Jews of Athens do not possess a synagogue. As a matter of fact, we 
have a small, pretty synagogue, which is ample for our commanity. Unfor- 
tunately, it is hampered by a debt which is being paid off gradually, but which 
still amounts to about 10,000 francs. We are, however, without a school, but we 
hope to possess one at no distant date, with the aid of the Hilfsverein der 
Deutschen Juden in Berlin. I myself am engaged in forming a Jewish library, for 
which the Alliance Israélite Universelle of Paris has provided the nucleus by a 
gift of books.

The Blood Libel in Russia. 
[From our Correspondent.) 


New evidence transpired during the week to the effect that cries were heard 
by a tenant of the criminal, Tcheberakova, in her residence at the time when the 
murder was supposed to have taken place, that Yuschinsky was at her house then, 
and notin the vicinity of the residence of Beilis, and that rags full of blood were 
buried by Tcheberakova on that day. 

The Real Russians make use of the ridiculous story of a notorious 
criminal who, on his release from prison, was asked by Beilis to deliver a message 
§o his wife. This criminal now declares that Beilis sent him to poison two 


witnesses for the prosecution and to receive a reward collected by the Jews for 
the perpetrator of the crime. 

The counsels of Beilis saw their client, and they found him in a state of great 
anxiety. They were also permitted to examine a part of the indictment (the 
origin of which is attributed to the famous Ochrana Colonel Kulabko, who is now 
himself under arrest in connection with the assassination of M. Stolypin), and 
they expressed their surprise at its superficial character. 

Last week, the Jew, Blondes (who was ten years ago accused of ritual 
murder in Wilna), celebrated the tenth anniversary of his release, and he 
published a striking letter in the Severo-Zapadny Golos, wishing his former counse!.

Under the terms of the consti 
tution of the Province, the President of the Chamber of Advocates is er-officio a 
member of the Diet of Bosnia and Herzegovina, so that two Jews (the other bein, 
M. Alkalay of the Sephardic Congregation) now hold seats in that body. Ir. 
Rothkopf enjoys a high reputation throughout the land not only as an able lawyer 


but also as a Jew who is striving to the utmost to bring about a union between 
the two sections of his community. 


Notes from Egypt. 
[From our Correspondent.) 
ALEXANDRIA. 

A deputation of great Hebrew scholars and Rabbis from Bosnia, on their wa, 
to Palestine, arrived here recently and were met by Chief Rabbi Pergola and 
the Committee of the Communal School. They were thirty in number, and it was 
through the medium of Hebrew that hosts and visitors were able to understand 
each other. This fact certainly testifies to the importance given to Hebrew in this 
country, for the members of the school committee received their Hebrew instruc. 
tion in Egypt. The deputation, which was accompanied by the Chief Rabbi of 
Serajevo, visited the Communal Schools and were not a little surprised at the 
excellent knowledge of Hebrew displayed by the pupils, who, with their 
assiduity and attention, afford their patrons an excellent opportunity for attaining 
their aim, which is to render Hebrew a living language. 

The deputation afterwards visited the Baron Menascé’s and the Alliance 
Schools. They seemed much pleased with the work carried on in both institutions. 

Owing to the considerable number of applicants that were refused admission to 
the Communal Schools last October, on account of lack of accommodation in its 
extensive premises, the community opened a Talmud Torah in the Rue France— 
very near the Jewish quarter. ‘The school is attended by 120 boys, which rnises 
the number of children educated at the community’s expense to over 1,50). 
Hebrew is the only language taught in the Talmud Torah. Arabic and French 
would have been introduced had it not been for the lack of funds. It is, however, 
hoped that the community will see its way to bear the expense of teaching these 
languages in the near future. Our coreligionists here are untiring in their efforts 
to encourage the educational work of the community. 

At a meeting of the Jewish Benevolent Society, the secretary and treasurer 
presented the accounts, which were adopted. The balance-sheet shows that during 
the last six months the expenses exceeded the sum of £1,700, which was spenton flour, 
the repatriation of foreign coreligionists who were not fortunate enough to find 
employment, and in money giftsto the poor. The Loan Department—an account 
of which appeared in these columns a year ago--proves to be in good working 
order, and the secretary stated that it could do better, had they enough cash at 
their disposal. The sum of £400 was lent out, without interest, in small sums of 
from £2 to £5, and a little more imspecial cases. 

The Alexandria branch of the Order of B’nei Brith, which once did excellent 
work in this city, had been in a dormant state for the last twenty years until Mr. 

Victor Naggiar, a coreligionist and a British subject, accepted the office of honorary 
president about a year ago. Since then the Order is once again manifesting its 
former brilliant activity and is rendering great services to our coreligionists. The 
Eliaou Hanabi Lodge, 681, is contributing its share of work towards the welfare 
of the local Jews—most of whom are members of the lodge. General instruction 
is encouraged in every way, and some of the members have undertaken to give 
lectures on various subjects. Lately, Mr. Moses Hazan, a very popular and kind. 
hearted Alexandrian, delivered a lecture on “ Jewish Women ”; Dr. I. J. Levy, of 
the Menascé Hospital, another on “ Hygiene.”

Anti-Semitism in Italy. 

[From a Correspondent. ] 
One of the many unforeseen consequences of the Italo-Turkish war is an out- 
break of virulent anti-Semitism in Italy, which seems to have captured all parties 
and papers, from the Conservative to the Socialist, even a former Liberal paper like 
the Corriere della Sera, of Milan having fallen a victimto it. One of the very few 
journals exempt from the taint is the great progressive organ of Milan, J! Secolo, 
which is also one of the very few Italian papers to op the war. An article 
that appeared in the last number of the Settimana Israelitica will certainly not help 
to mitigate or remove the evil. It refers to a forthcoming election for the division 
of Alessandria, where the candidates area Liberal and a Socialist, and urges the 
Jewish electors to vote for the former because he is in favour of the war, while the 
latter is opposed to it, the special Jewish interest in the war being the fact that the 
Italians “ bring full religious liberty and the complete equality of rights among the 
population without distinction of religion.”

Attacks on Jews in Bulgaria.

SALONICA. 

Reports have reached here of outrages on Jews at Kastendil (Bulgaria). Nine 
coreligionists were more or less seriously injured. The attacks are the work of 
members of an anti-Semitic Association founded at Kustendil, with the object of 
terrorising the Jewish population. According to the Bilkansha Tribuna, the 
leader is a Bulgarian named Pani Arso, who, with his band, organised the pogroms 
of 1901. In spite of complaints made to the authorities, none of the aggressors 
have been arrested. The Jews have held a meeting, at which they declared that 
if the Government does not interfere they will be obliged to defend themselves. 
The Chief Rabbi of Bulgaria has asked the Government to take the necessary 
measures to deal with the situation.

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Miscellaneous Russian Notes.

A new society has bean established at St. Petersburg by influential reactionaries 
with the object of establishing banks in the Pale, to enable Russians to compete 
with Jews, and of converting the Jewish ceatres into Russian strongholds. 

The Ministry of Education has announced that in future it will contribute more 
towards the Schools of Commerce in order to make them independent of the Jews 
and be able to enforce rigorously the percentage norm fixed for them. The 
Conference of Exchanges also wanted to discuss the restrictions of domicile against 
Jewish commercial travellers, but the police prohibited the course. 

Extensive preparations are being made to celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of 
the first appearance of the Hebrew journal /Taze/iroh. 

The Imperial Archives have just been enriched by a memorial of M. Stolypin 
on the Jewish problem, composed in 1907. 

The Commission appointed to enquire into the improvement of the military 
bands has published a circular notifying all concerned that Jews are allowed to 
conduct such bands, and that all restrictions recently practised against them were 
illegal. 

The opening of the Wilna Mishmeres-Cholim was attended by the local 
, Governor and his subordinates. The loyal toasts were so warmly received that the 
: Governor promised to notify the Tsar of the fact. 

: Although the Kieff Zemstvo was one of the first to recommend the boycott of 
American goods, its Nationalist leaders are now also the first to order machines in 
America, a fact which proves the failure of the anti-American outburst.

In memory of the late Herr Hermana Breitner, President of the Austrian 
Jewish Oongregation at Galata (Constantinople), the Ladies’ Committee of the 
Congregation have inaugurated an Asylum for Aged Jews, an institation hitherto 
lacking in the community. Madame Palmyre Braunstein, the President, made an 
eloquent appeal for funds, which was readily responded to, among the donors 
being Herr Moritz Darr, Herr Breitner’s son-in-law. 

Mr. Nathan Straus, who, as already mentioned in these columns, is one of the 
delegates appointed by President Taft to attend the International Anti-Tuber 
culosis Congress in Rome, has sailed for Europe. In the first instance, he is 
proceeding to Jerusalem and is being accompanied thither by Dr. J. L. Magnes, 
who (as stated in last week's issue of the JEWISH CHRONICLE) will spend two 
months in Palestine to study Jewish religious and educational problems.

The Alexandria Communal School. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—I am authorised by the leading members of the B'nei Brith to state that 
the note which appeared in your issue of the 26th ult. to the effect that that 
Society intends to bear the whole expense of the teaching of English in the Com 
munal School is without foundation, 

The need of English instraction in the Communal Schools has long been 
felt, but as the maintenance of the institutions costs the community a good deal, 
while there is a regalar annual deficit in its budget, it would be absolutely impos 
sible for the community to bear the whole expense of the teaching of English. 

The B'nei Brith is, however, eager to introduce English in the Free School, 
but as the great assistance it renders to the local Jewry entails great expense it is 
decidedly not within the power of the Society to pay for the teaching of English.

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DR. GASTER ON THE INSURANCE ACT AND 
JEWISH FRIENDLY SOCIETIES. 


[COMMUNICATED. | 


The annual meeting of the Dr. Gaster Lodge, No. 8, of the Order Achei 
Ameth was held on Saturday night at the Crown Hall, Redman’s Road. 
In the course of his address Dr. Gaster said: I am glad to find myself 
again here in the midst of the lodge bearing my name, and seeing to what 
proportion it has grown in the course of the ten years since I stood at its 
cradle. It was one of those “unpopular” movements with which I am 
constantly happily or unhappily connected. But recent events have suddenly 
given great popularity to friendly societies. I well remember the words I spoke on 
the occasion when I lent a helping band in the establishment and consolidation of 
the friendly society in our midst. I pointed out their importance asa centre for 
the various elements flocking hither from every part of Jewry, and as a means of 
preserving the self-respect and self-reliance in our midst, especially among the 
humbler classes of the working population among the Jews. And the amount of 
good which these friendly societies have done has been immeasurable. They have 
saved thousands of our poorer brethren from sinking to the state of beggars 
asking for doles of charity, and they have a feeling of satisfaction of being helped 
by their own action by the funds which they themselves, at a great sacrifice, have 
been able to provide for the sick, for the distressed, and for the widow. If not for 
these friendly societies the Board of Guardians, now unfortunately 
suffering from a deficit, would long ago have been wiped out, not being 
able to cope with a tithe of the distress prevailing in our midst. 
Moreover, these friendly societies were to be a training school for discip- 
line, order and co-operation acting in the true spirit of English tradition. They 
were to learn to manage their own affairs and to assimilate, whilst retaining all the 
characteristic features of Jewish life, also all that is best in English public life. 
The friendly societies were then very unpopular, forsaken by the great lords of the 
west; now suddenly they have sprung into popularity, because the friendly societies 
have taught these men a lesson; they stood on their rights, they stood on their 
feet, and they were able to represent their case successfully before the Govern- 
ment and before Parliament. . I sincerely trust that our societies will not become 
now the cat's paws of ambitious politicians, or rungs on the ladder of their 
political ambitions. We will keep to our own and look after our own affairs, 
accepting help from whichever side it comes and returning gratitude for unselfish 
aid. But I would be failing in my duty to the lodge which bears my name, and 
to other members of friendly societies, were I not to add a few words of warning, 
just at the time of exultant joy. We feel proud of the victory attained in connection 
with the Insurance Act. But co-partnership with the Government or with the world 
outside harbours serious danger. History and recent events here have taught usa 
lesson which I hope we may take to heart. So long as we manage our own affairs 
independently and look after the administration of our institutions, we are 
absolute masters in our own house and act according to sentiment as well as law. 
But when we have elected to have the Government as a partner, it sometimes 
looks like the partnership of the wolf and the lamb. Look at our Jewish schools: 
our property has gone ; just a little of our funds have been preserved, but we are 
no longer masters in our schools. They belong to the County Council; hard and 


fast rules and outside managers are now replacing our rules and managers. For ~- 


our Hebrew education we must pay separately, and only a short time at the 
beginning or end of the day’s work is allowed to be used for Hebrew teaching, 
either when the children are impatient for lessons or fagged out from the day’s 
work. What guarantee have we that, another spirit coming over the 


legislature, some of the concessions may not be whittled down and we 
may be no longer allowed to ure our funds in the proper way. 
It is because the friendly societies have acted as one compact 


body that we were able to approach the Government and wring concessions 
from them. Now let the friendly societies look to it, not only to double and treble 
their numbers, bat to bring to the lodges the whole of the Jewish working popula- 
tion so as to form an imposing army defending the cause of fair treatment and 
proper legislation. But this is not enough. Year in and year out I have been 
urging upon you thatthe only safeguard to your interests here is to become 
naturalised; no longer to be discriminated against with apparent justification as 
“aliens.” The only power that will protect you here is the power of the vote ; 
and the second lesson which I wish to impress upon you is, therefore, to strive to the 
utmost to obtain facilities for naturalisation in respect of fees and forms. Collect 
funds, if necessary, to assist one another. So much lies in the power of an increased 
number of naturalised Jews in this country. And thus you will be able to weather 
successfully any storm of political exigencies or popular prejudices that might 
ariseagainst you. Keep, however, the management of your affairs in your own hands; 
only by thus acting you will bestow a benefit on friendly societies, placing them on a 
solid foundation, but you will also contribute to the benefit of the Jews here, to 
the benefit of the community, and the benefit of the country itself. 


Four Per Cent. Industrial Dwellings Co. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


The ordinary general meeting of the Four per Cent. Industrial Dwellings Co. 
was held yesterday week at New Court. 

On the motion of Lord ROTHSCHILD, who presided, it was decided to 
appropriate £4,143 for the payment of a dividend at four per cent. for the half. 
year ended 31st December, 1911, to carry £1,800 to the reserve fund, £400 to the 
replacement and depreciation fund, and to carry forward £40 1s. 2d. 

‘The CHAIRMAN said that before the shareholders elected directors and an 
auditor, he wished to make a few remarks which, he thought, would prove to the 
public that the Company was a good and going concern. The rents collected in 
1911 were £27,549 ; in 1910 they were £27,608. The point upon which he wished 
to lay special stress was that the bad debts amounted to only £50 12s. 3d., or rather 
less than a halfpenny in the pound. That was a point upon which too much 
emphasis could not be laid. The smallness of the bad debts spoke volumes for the 
Company’s officers and superintendents, but it spoke a great deal more for the 
honesty, the good faith, and the general character of the tenants, and those who 
lived in the dwellings the Company had provided. And he thought it was a fair 
conclusion to draw that the working-classes, if model dwellings were provided for 
them, were anxious to live in them and willing to pay their rents regularly, so as to 
be able to remain tenants of these dwellings. The buildings themselves were in 
an excellent state of repair, and the en and depreciation fund had now 
reached a very satisfactory figure. ey expected next year to have a larger 
surplus, as there would be an extra rent-day, and they did not anticipate any 
extraordinary expenditure, as £570 had been spent on special work during the year 
under review, and they would also have the benefit of reduced assessments for 
rates. He added that it was proposed in future to write down the investments to 
market value. He expressed the hope that the Company would continue in as 
flourishing a condition as it was at present, and that the inhabitants of the 
Company’s dwellings would have a more prosperous and happier time than they 

had had for many years.

“JEW AND CHINAMAN.” 


THE CHINAMAN AS “THE COMING JEW.” 


Under this curious heading, an article—we are afraid a very superficial article 
—appears in the current number of the North American Review, from the pen of 
Mr. William Trant. 

The writer begins with the solemn asseveration that “the Jew is a peculiar 
»erson, 80 is the Chinaman.” But he tells us that the peculiarities of the twoare not 
similar but diverse. Thus the Jews were ever wanderers on the face of the eart}). 
The Chinese, on the other hand, kept themselves within the four limits of their 


empire until white people forced a way through, out of which Chinamen go to al! 
the countries of the world. The Jews in their past were ever fighters. The 
Chinese fought nobody but themselves, and always in their own country. “ I» 
modern times this state of things is reversed. The Jews, no longer a nation, fight 
no one nor are ever likely to. China, consolidating into a powerful empire, has 
learned a lesson in fighting from the Japanese, and is now ready to fight anybody.” 
Farther, “the Jews have been persecated as no other people were ever persecuted. 
But such persecutions (by others than themselves) have not fallen upon the 
Chinese, though the white people are beginning the process. 

Mr. Trant then points to one great similarity in the Jew and the Chinaman. 
Both are good business men and money-getters, and both have found a golden 
‘‘ way round” the disabilities imposed on them by others. The Jews— 

Early perceived the power of wealth and contrived means to secure so potent «) 
instrument, and from the beginning accumulated money and quickly developed in: 
capitalists. The Jews are now the financiers of the world. Cabinet Ministers cann 
arrange a budget without consulting Jews, for they govern the money market; a triple 
alliance cannot be made without the three sovereigns each summoning a Jew to the 
council; they are the pig behind every throne in the world. As Leu Macaula 
wrote: “The scrawl of a Jew on the back of a piece of paper may be worth more tha: 
the word of three kings or the national faith of three new American republics.” |; 
short, the deprivation of political and civil rights has not prevented the Jews fron 
possessing political power and civil influence. They possess the power and the influence 
and so long as they are allowed to accumulate large fortunes they must possess the), 
Where wealth is, there must power inevitably be. 

It is the same with the Chinese. ** In shrewdness,” says Mr. Trant, “ they exce! 
the Jew, in cunning the Yankee. Like the Hebrew, too, they amass wealth ani! 
show business acumen not excelled anywhere by anybody.” ‘* The Chinaman, as 
the Jew, has discovered that where wealth is there also is power, and he is rapidly 
becoming wealthy, so that the position of the Jew as arbiter of the world’s affairs 
is being threatened by the Chinaman. What cares he for import taxes, depriva 
tion of voting, social disabilities, and all the other restrictions to which he is 
subjected. He knows that dollars shall sweep them all away whenever he elects 
to exert their influence.” 

When he sees Jews (and others) with seats in the British House of Lords that within 
recent years have been bought in every sense but the technical sense; when he knows 


that to locate a provincial capital a legislature is bought in every sense, including thx 


technical sense; when he realises that a Montreal grafter will prefer a dollar from «a 
Chinaman to ninety-nine cents from a Canadian ken he knows and remembers these 
things (and he does know and remember them), he smiles at Acts of Parliament to impede 
his movements and at the thousand and one petty annoyances concocted for his discom. 
fort, as he would at the efforts of Mrs. Partington to set back the Pacific with a mop. 

“In fact,” says Mr. Trant, “the Chinaman is the coming Jew.” 

“ The question is,” he goes on to say, “ what are we to do about it?” “So 
far as respects the Jews, the matter is settled; they forced a settlement by their 
wealth, ingenuity and persistency. They are now as other people, except an 
occasional recrudescence of mediwval intolerance toward the poorest classes of 
Jews in some of the countries of eastern Europe. The Jews have survived one 
empire after another of their oppressors, but have never had an empire of their 
own. If success has attended their efforts with all their immiscibility, a character 
so unattractive, even repélient, their shortcomings even in righteousness, and 
their insignificance in everything else, without poetry, without science, without 
art, and without character, what shall be the result with the Chinese, with their 
intense solidarity, their marvellous industry, with faith in their new destiny, with 
a history, literature, and science that are and have ever been the wonder of the 
world? China cannot be kept bound in her geographical empire for ever. The 
history of the world shows the fatuousness of the nation. 

When Mr. Trant talks of success having attended the effort of Jews, one is 
reminded of Mr. Zangwill’s reply to an invitation to discourse on the question of 
“Why Jews Succeed.” But do they succeed? he asked ; and the same «uery 
might be addressed to Mr. Trant. When he speaks of Jews having developed into 
capitalists, and, as a result of the deprivation of political and civil rights not 
having prevented them from possessing political power and civil influence, he 
forgets that the masses of the Jews are pitifully poor, therefore without that power 
and influence which wealth is supposed to confer. A few Jews have become 
wealthy. But we doubt «hether the Cabinet Ministers cannot arrange a budge! 
without consulting them, and, even if that were so, their power has not availed 
to rescue half the race from slow destruction by means of persecution. In other 
words, there is np such thing as a golden way round oppression, and the Chinese 
need not set themselves to discover it. 

It is surely ludicrous for Mr. Trant to tell the world that so far as respects the 
Jews the matter is settled; that they have forced a settlement by their wealth, 
ingenuity and persistency ; that they are now as other people, except an occasiona! 
recrudescence of intolerance in Eastern Europe. Apparently, Mr. Trant has 
never heard of the Pale of Settlement and the continued persecution which has 
driven hundreds and hundreds of thousands of Jews from Russia to the cities of the 
western world. If this is settlement, one wonders what is unsettlement, and if 
this is success, then what in the name of sanity is failure? We should hesitate to 
base upon the “success” of the Jews the future prospects of the Chinamen. 
According to Mr. Trant, those prospects should be of the rosiest, because they 
possess intense solidarity, marvellous industry, faith in their new destiny, and a 
history, literature and science, which are the wonder of the world, 
whereas the Jews apparently have none of these possessions. But we 
have always understood that if the Jew is distinguished for anything it 
is precisely for his solidarity and industry, while we should have thought that he 
can look k upon a history that is at least as wonderful as that of the 
Chinese, and has made some contribution to the world’s literature and science. 

We agree with Mr. Trant’s plea for fair treatment of the Chinese. But the

School Notes. Q 


The section of the annual report of the London County Council dealing with 
education makes most interesting reading. There are at present in average 
attendance no less than 659,127 children at London elementary schools, and 
170,921 attending technical institutions and evening schools. The work done in 
the schools is aptly characterised by one of the Council’s inspectors, who writes : 
“No-one can possibly overlook the splendid missionary work done daily in our 
schools. Everyone entering the school world from other walks in life is impressed, 
and only the teachers themselves are unconscious that their work in civilising 
London is remarkable. It is trite to say that in the worst slums are found some 
of the happiest schools.” 


The figures as to attendance cast a striking light on the population statistics 
in the East End. During the last five years the school population of Mile End 
has increased by 175, that of St. George’s-in-the-East has decreased by 28, that 
of Stepney has increased by 937, and that of Whitechapel has decreased by 1,088. 
Taking these four districts together, it will be found that the total child popula- 
tion has remained practically stationary. Taking into account a reduction of 564 
in the child population of the City of London, it will be seen that there has really 
been a reduction in the number of children requiring education in the East End 
districts, so that the cry of overcrowding may be effectively silenced by these 
official statistics. The figures of average attendance for each district are not given, 
but it is stated that the average attendance for the whole of London in 1909-10 
was #04, and the report remarks: “There is not great variation between the 
different districts of the county as regards the percentage of average attendance, 
although one or two electoral divisions (¢.q., St. George's-in-the-East, Stepney, 
Whitechapel and Woolwich), have in recent years shown a much higher percentage 


than the remainder.” There was only one truant school case in the Tower 
Hamlets Division. 


The writer understands that the authorities at the Board of Education look 
witha very favourable eye on the movement, chiefly so far fostered in Jewish 
schools, of keeping old scholars in touch with their schools by means of guilds. 
The Jews’ Free School was the first to adopt this plan, it was followed by Gravel 
Lane, and now guilds are flourishing at the following other schools: Old Castle 
Street, Berner Street, Commercial Street, Old Montague Street, Christian Street 
and Myrdle Street. Meetings are held either weekly or monthly, and delightful 
social gatherings are held at which the teachers, outside helpers, and the old 
scholars meet together in friendly intercourse, entertainments being given at 
intervals. Some very devoted personal service has been given to the carrying on 
of these excellent organisations, which to a great extent solve the problem of con- 
tinuing the. good influence of schoo! days after the pupils have left. They fully 
deserve the encomiums passed upon them by more than one of H.M. inspectors. 


It is gratifying to note the increasing number of elementary school teachers 
particularly in the “Jewish” schools who are adding to their qualifications by 
taking university degrees. This indicates the general raising ofthe status of ele- 
mentary school teachers, which has been steadily progressing in London for some 
time past. The number of uncertificated teachers is being reduced to a minimum. 
When it is remembered that in large numbers of cases teachers have to work for 
their university degrees at the same time as they are engaged in the active 
practice of their profession, the achievement is all the more creditable. More 
encouragement is now being given to teachers to take university qualifications in 
their student days, though the wisdom of confining the specialised training to one 
year after the university course is rather doubtful, and one is not surprised to see 
such an authority as Professor Oscar Browning condemning it in a letter to the 
educational supplement of the Times. 


Schoolmasters and club workers are continually compelled to confiscate from 
their young charges objectionable literature, of which there is so much on the 
market. Canon Rawnsley, inthe Hibbert Journal, lately drew attention to this evil, 
and the inadequacy of the existing law to cope with it. It is to be feared that far 
too little use is made of the school libraries, and if proper statistics were kept it 
would be seen how well this charge is justified. There should, in addition, be far 
closer co-operation between the schools and public libraries. Special tickets 
should be issued for the use of school children, and the head teachers should be 
furnished with weekly or monthly returns, showing the books taken out by the 
pupils. In this way their tastes could be studied and directed into the right 
channels. A Conference on this subject between school teachers and librarians 
might lead to useful results. | 

The attention of the Teachers’ Training Committee or the Jewish mem- 
bers of the L.C.C. Education Committee should be directed to the dinners 
provided at the “Jewish” table at the Islington Training College. If Kosher 
meals are provided they should at least be palatable, and such stupid dishes as 
“smoked haddock and greens” should not be offered to healthy young people who 
have to put in several hours brain-work aday. A little investigation, preferably 
by a lady, should bring abouta useful reform which would be much appreciated by 
the Jewish students. 


Some disquietude has been caused among the teachers at certain L.C.C, 
schools at the proposal to discontinue their recognition as “special service” 
schools, the teachers at which have received extra emoluments. The threatened 
alteration is against the opinion of the Education Officer who, in an official report, . 
contended that experience went to show the necessity of continuing the “ special 
service” schools. Among the schools affected are Betts Street, Old Castle Street, 
Vallance Road and Christchurch (Commercial Street), all of which are largely 
attended by Jewish children. Old Castle Street isa good type. It is one of the 
oldest buildings under the L.C.G., there is no hall, and the work of organisation 
and supervision is much greater than in an ordinary building. It seems to be only 
fair that teachers who are compelled to work under such conditions should receive 
some compensation in the shape of extra pay, and their anxiety at the threatened 
alteration is amply justified. 


It is gratifying to note that the experiment of holding playground classes for 
weakly children is to be continued, the success that has hitherto been achieved 
having amply warranted a renewal. It is proposed to hold some classes in parks 
and open spaces if a practicable scheme can be devised. It is to be regretted that 
there are few such spaces near the East End. The writer has not heard of any 
playground classes held at Jewish schools, though there must be many children to 
whom such classes would be a great boon.

With Dr. Bliss.

I 
went out as architect and draughtsman for the Palestine Exploration Fund, under 
Dr. Bliss. who was then director of excavations. When he resigned, two years 
later, I was appointed director.” 

What sites did you excavate” 

“oder Dr. Bliss we worked at four different sites. The first was Tell 
Zakarivya, which may possibly be the Azekah of the Old Testament. The next 
we went to was Tell es-Safi, which is probably Gath. The third was Tell e!

A Wonderful Site. 
Which of these sites was the most productive of results ? 
__ “The Gezer site proved the most prolific. Tell es-Safi is almost encumbered 
with the modern village and with the graveyards, so that only a very smal! portion 
of the mound could be touched at all. Gezer was almost entirely unencumbered, 


80 that practically the whole of the mound—had we been able to spend a longer 
time on it-—could bave been turned over.” 


You worked through several strata, did you not ? 

“There were about six strata, one above the other, representing different 
periods of occupation. The whole of the town was not occupied during the whole 
time. In some parts there were no less than eight strata. It was not so regularly 
stratified as Tell el-Hesy, which was worked by Dr. Bliss. In that mound the 
stratification was very straightforward and easily followed. It was the work of 


Dr. Bliss at Tell el-Hesy that made it possible to trace the stratification at Gezer 
without much difficulty.” 


What was the earliest stratum ? 
“The very earliest strata were not really og the mound itself but on the rock. 
The city was originally a little community of cave-dwellers who lived in caves, 
which were partly artificial. They were before the Amorite and Canaanite occu- 
—, and were a race of which traces are not found anywhere else in Palestine. 
hey date somewhere between 2,500 and 3,000 B.C. They were followed by the 
Canaanite population, who probably overran the land somewhere about 2,500 B.C. 
These people partly occupied the caves of their predecessors, and then built rude 
huts on the surface of the rock which, when ruined, became covered by others, so 
that in — with six strata the first four would belong to the period before the 
establishment of the Hebrew monarchy in Jerusalem, about 1,000 B.c. The fifth 
stratum would belong to the Hebrew monarchy, and the sixth to the Maccabwan

“* It is not possible to say that there were any such signs. The city wa 
always rather outside the area of Hebrew domination.

That would explain the presence 
of houses on the sacredenclosure, But on the appearance of the Philistines, this 
city fell into their hands, and perhaps one of the most interesting things we found 
were a few graves of the Philistines with bones in them, which give us some idea 
of their physical character. There is, however, no very definite evidence that you 
might say was actually a work of conquest andimmigration. Of course, we did 
find traces of battles and sieges. In one place the city wall had evidently been 
breached and repaired, but at what period it would be very hard to say. At another 
place we found a large number of arrow heads, evidently the sign of some battle, 
andin pits on the side of the hill there were large numbers of bones, where bodies 
had been disposed of after a battle. One of these bones was an arm 
bone cut across immediately before death. There must have been a good deal of 
fighting going on round the city at different periods.’’ 

An Agricultural Calendar. 

What was the most important Hebrew find? 

“ The most interesting Hebrew thing we found was a tablet with a Hebrew 
inscription upon it. According to most of those who have examined it, it is con- 
sidered to be the oldest remains of Hebrew writing yet found. Unfortunately, 
the contents are not very informing. There are eight lines of the old Hebrew 
seript which form an agricultural calendar. In the fifth stratam, which I 
associate with the Hebrew monarchy, the ordinary pottery and remains of that 
kind found everywhere in that period were to be found, but the fifth stratum was 
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lees rich in interesting finds than the oldest and earlier ones. At the moment, I 
do not recollect anything of outstanding importance specifically belonging to the 
Hebrew period. There were no very important remains of architecture, just 
ordinary village houses. 

The Revolt. 


“Ip the latest period, however, that belonging to the time of the Maccabees.” 
Professor Macalister went on to say, ‘ some very interesting remains came to light, 
ncluding one large building, a dwelling house that Simon Maccabweus built for 
himself, and which is referred to in the 14th chapter of the first book of Maccabees. 
‘)ne of the most interesting results of our excavation of this stratum was the very 
strong evidence of the permeation of the country by Hellenic culture. We found 
a number of Greek graplitt, and there were a number of figures of little’ Greek 
livinities. There had evidently been an Ionic building, because we found an Ionic 
pital. These evidences are a very striking illustration of how the whole country 
would have become riddled with Hellenism if it had not been for the Maccabewean 
revolt. Antiochas, by his active persecution, defeated his own ends, because it i« 
-vuch easier to revolt against a tyrant than to resist a gradual spread of leaven. 
[here was in some places a curious kind of syncretism. Thus we found a little 
votive altar with a number of Greek inscriptions, a dedication to Heracles by a 

ertain Bunelos, but among the inscriptions on the side of the altar were some 
eritten later by different owners and dedicators, and use is made of the tetragram 
maton, so that the altar had evidently reverted to Hebrew worship.” | 

Did you find any actual evidences of Hebrew worship ? 

‘Absolutely none. Nothing specifically Hebrew. In the very earliest times 
the Hebrew settlers probably kept on the high-place worship until the time of the 
reforming kings. I have no doubt whatever that local Hebrew worship took place 
st that shrine. Of course, under the later kings you would not expect to find 
anything local, and any traces of synagogues are of a very much later date, about 
‘he second century C.E.” 

Discovery of the Gezer Mound. 

How long has the site of Gezer been known ” 

* The Gezer mound has been known ever since 1870. It was discovered by 
‘i. Clermont-Ganneau, and he located it in a very interesting way. His attention 
vas directed to it by finding a passage in the work of an Arabic writer, Mujir-ed- 
lin, describing a battle that took place about 14%5. He described the shrieks of 

e wounded heard at Tell el-Jezer. The name attracted Clermont-Ganneau by 

similarity to the Biblical name, Gezer, which till then had not been satis. 
factorily identified. But the mound was not at the time marked on any map, so 
hen he had an opportunity, he went to the site of the battle itself, and made 
enouiries as to where was Tell el-Jezer, and was referred to the mound which 
stands opposite the’ modern village of Abu Shushah, close by. Here he founda 
ery large mound covering the remains of the ancient city. The mound is about 
ualfa kilometre in length. Shortly afterwards, one of those famous boundary 
scriptions turned up, which marked the boundary of the city lines. It wasa 
‘one inscribed in Hebrew and Greek, and this put beyond «all doubt that the site 
f the city had been definitely discovered. Very probably the modern village had 
»orne the name till about one hundred years ago, when the name of Abu Shushah 
was given to it after a holy man who lived in it.” 


On the Fringe. 


Is there much work still to be done in Palestine ? 

“ We are only at the beginning of excavation. There are about 400 mounds 
ull to be excavated, to say nothing of a large number of smaller sites, and, of 
irse, the great surprise may be under any one of these mounds. It is impossible 
say what may be underneath any one of them. A number of them will be 
ry difficult to examine, as they are covered with villages and other modern 
ncumbrances, but they must be attacked some time or other, somehow. Of 
irse, with the great activity now shown, the work wil! go on more rapidly. 
ihe Palestine Exploration Fund was for a long time alone in the field, but now 
‘he Germans and Americans are co-operating with us and they are attacking the 
one after another. The Americans are working at Samaria, where they have 
> very good and thorough work. I have seen it myself, and can say 
s. They have found some interesting things, but so far no authoritative 
report has been issued about their work, and there has been a good deal of exag-

WILLING HEART-SERVICE. 


Speak unto the children of Isvael that they bring. Me an offering: of every 
man that yiwvethit willingly with las heart ye shall take My offering. Erodus rrv. 2 

[t is a high ideal of service that. the text sets forth. The Supreme will 
only accept the offerings of those who give with a willing heart. How strange 
the appeal inust have sounded in the ears of those to whom it was addressed ! 
Lut a few months had passed since they left the house of bondage behind 
them—Eygypt, the land of palaces and temples, constructed out of the tlesh 
and blood and tears of slaves. What a striking part the children of Israel 
had taken in the raising of those proud monuments! How they had been 
driven to their daily labours by the taskmaster’s lash, that they might per 
petuate to all ages the vlory of a Rameses! How every building that raised 
its proud head in that crue! land must have come to signify to them the 
destruction of so muny despised lives, the groans and tears that counted for 
so little with the tyrant for whom they toiled! But having cast off for ever 
the shackles of slavery, the Israelites are again called to rear a temple for 


One to Whom they owe allegiance. This time, however, it is as free men 
that they are to work. The King of Kings, whose glory they are to enshrine 
in an earthly dwelling. will have no forced labour. If they will build in 


His honour it must be of their own option. Else they would but have 
exchanged one kind of slavery for another. But the pledges of fidelity they 
had just gi en at the foot of Sinai stamped them for evermore as fre« agents. 
Before the Almighty gave them His law, the narrative suggests that 
He asked them whether they would accept it. “If ye will obey My 
voice,” the summons ran, “then ye shall be a peculiar treasure unto Me.” 
\nd not until they had answered through Moses: “All that the Lord hath 
spoken we will do,” were the ten words revealed to them. \nd now that 
they are asked to make a sanctuary that shall realise the indwelling in their 
midst of the Divine Presence—-a movable, perishable tabernacle of wood and 
skins as unlike as possible to the lofty structures of stone with which the 
Pharaohs of old would defy the ages——it is again as free agents« that they are 
appealed to—" Of overvy man that giveth willingly with hi-~ heart shal! ye take 
My offering.” 
A New Standard of Service. 


Thus a new standard of service was established for the Israelites in the 
wilderness—the service of willing hearts and cheerfu! spinta This has ever 
since been recognised as the true type of God's service. He will accept 
nothing of us that we do not render unto Him gladly. He wants no grudging 
gifts, Such gifts may satisfy earthly, rulers who cannot penetrate to 
the giver's motives. But God. who tries our inward parts, is 
not to be deceived. His omniscience discriminates between the votive prayers 
of an Abel anda Cain. He accepts the sacrifice of the one, and rejects the 
offering of the other. The principle thus laid down penetrates the entire 
teaching of the Bible. It is strikingly suggested in the opening words of the 
book of Leviticus: ‘ Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto them, /J 
any man of you bring an offering unto the Lord, ye shall bring your offering 
of the cattle, etc.” The Israelite’s offering has to conform to certain regula- 
tions ; but, as the commentators explain, he is not bound to offer at all. His 
sacrifice must represent the spontaneous prompting of a generous disposition. 
And when the people were threatened with punishment for their disobedience, 
the reason assigned was not their refusal to serve God, but their refusal to 
serve Him willingly: “ Because thou servedst not the Lord thy God with joy- 
fulness and with gladness of heart for the abundance of all things.” “Serve 
the Lord with joy,” is the underlying note of the Psalmist’s song. ~~ Serve 
God with truth, with all your heart,” is the admonition of the prophet Samuel 
to the people when they are establishing a monarchy. When, threatened 
with death, King Hezekiah turns his face to the wall and prays that his life 
may be spared, he asks God to remember that he has walked before Him ~ in 
truth and with a perfect heart.” “God requires the-heart,’ ‘Y2 83? NIM, 
our sages teach. “ Whether much or little,” they were accustomed to say, 
“ matters not so long as the giver’s heart is directed heavenward.”" They had 
a fine phrase to express the idea of willing heart service— one’ O?, “for 
the sake of Heaven.” “ Every undertaking,” they declared, “ which. is 
entered upon for the sake of Heaven will flourish and prosper, but every 
undertaking which is not actuated by this motive will ultimately fail.” One 
of the sages once asked his pupils, “ What is the good way that a man should 
cleave to?’ They returned various answers. But one disciple replied: “A 
good heart.” ‘I approve of this answer,” said the teacher, for it includes 
every other. Let aman only be prompted by a good heart, and his actions 
cannot be far wrong.” 


The Service of God and the Service of Man. 


The lesson of willing heart-service that we are thus taught is one that can 
never grow trite or commonplace. In the religious life a tendency often mani- 
fests itself for the worship of God to degenerate into a listless performance. 
We practise the same rites and repeat the same words time after time till they 
come to lose that freshness of feeling which once gave them life and meaning. 
We go to a place of worship—many of us—with more or less regularity, 
we take part in the prescribed service, we carry out certain observances. 
But let us ask ourselves, what are the motives that impel us to act 
as we do? Perhaps we are merely satisfied to follow the routine 
of ancient custom, to do what our fathers have done before us out 
of respect to their memory. Perhaps we are only concerned to act 
in a way that will be approved of by those about us. These are not 
unworthy motives in their way, but they can only take a subordinate place in 
the truly religious life. One motive outweighs them all—the love of God. If 
that be wanting, then is our service of Him of but little value. And in the 
service of humanity, which is also the service of God, for humanity are God's 
creatures, He demands of us a no less willing heart-service. If we could 
analyse the motives that induce some people to identify themselves with the 
philanthropic movements of the day, what a heterogeneous complexity of 
purpose we should discover! One person subscribes to a fund with which he 
has no personal sympathy because he is asked by a friend whom he wishes to 
oblige, or to whom he has not the courage to say no. Another takes pleasure 
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in seeing his name figure in printed lists. A third takes part in social work SSCoS- 
because it is fashionable.

JUDAISM.—C. G. Montefiore.)

as ' What I have said will need to pass through the mind of the skilfal teacher or 
rent”; “I have found it extremely hard to write simply, and to say nothing 
nh children of ten or twelve years-old would not understand”; “In this 
ypter I touch . upon the deepest problem of religion. Much of 

‘| be of no good whatever to children under fifteen.” 

Mr. Montefiore thus places upon other shoulders the task of making children 

rstand what he himself absolutely fails to do, and he does not disguise the 


fa ore. Hiseritic, whom he quotes in the introduction, is, despite the anthor’s efforts to 
prove the contrary, right when he declares that Liberal Judaism is a philosophic 
ré o, and when he refuses to believe that “ the child's intelligence can master 


religious lessons conveyed in the abstract shape of a philosopby as readily as in the 
concrete stories of the Bible.” 


Bat though Mr. Montefiore fails to give a presentation of Liberal Judaism 


suitable for assimilation by the child, he has written much that is 
beautiful and much that is true. If he decries the Judaism of 
the Rabbis, he~ admires the religion of the prophets, and he has 


caught much of their fire, much of their enthusiasm. It is pleasant for the 
orthodox reader to find how very far it is possible to go with Mr. Montefiore’s 
thoughts on Judaism before being brought to a stop by a negation, a modification, 
or a criticism of tradition. That aspect of his teaching has not been over- 
emphasised of late. One quotation in illustration of it may be selected (the reader 
will observe in passing how difficult it would be to convey these ideas to children) :- 

The fundamental idea of Jewish ethics—self-sanctification—is closely connected 
with the idea of law. All life is to be passed under the eye, and in the service, of God, 
the supreme Law-giver. It ia to be a holy life. All life is to be religious. There is 
no inner ring of the “religious”: all men are to be religious. There are no two 
moralities: there is but one morality. Men may vary in their fidelity to the law, but 
the same constraint lies upon them all. Life is to be holy, but it is also to be happy, 
for happiness is to be found in holiness. God Himself is not unhappy but happy; not 
unbliasfal but blissfal. The more like Him man becomes (so far as man can imitate Him 
at all) the more happy he becomes. Through law to freedom, and through law to 
happiness. Itis true that the attainment of the highest good, the fulfilment of the 
highest ordinances of God must involve for man much atruggle and renunciation. It is 
true that to obtain the higher there must be a sacrifice of the lower; but this sacrifice is 
not for its own sake, it is for an end beyond. The struggle, the renunciation, and the 
sacrifice are not to fill the whole of life. They are not to destroy happiness ; they are to 
purify happiness. The ideal life is a full life: it finds room for the transfigured joys of 
the senses, even thongh it gives more space and time to the higher joys and duties of the 
spirit. Or shall we rather say that it seeks to spiritualise sense’ Through law spirit is 
to rs poared into matter, and spiritualised body is to be uplifted to the glorification of 

It is immediately after this elevated description of the place of law in Judaism 
that Mr. Montefiore proceeds, in the following chapter, to deal with the laws which 
form so large a part in the orthodox system. Mr. Montefiore rightly insists on a 
“ harmonisation ” between what children are taught and the example they are 
given at home. “If I thought,” he adds, “that the Biblical dietary laws should 
be observed, I should earnestly advocate their observance, and I should entreat 
parents to make the small sacrifice which is necessary to observe them. . . . 
But if my own view be asked, I cannot myself honestly declare that I should 
urge parents to obey this particular Biblical portion of the dietary laws, even 
though I wae myself brought up to do so, and out of respect to my mother’s 
opinions and wishes still continue in the same way.” Mr. Montefiore devotes a 
great deal of space to the task of justifying non-observance of the dietary laws, 
though with great fairness he quotes opinions in favour of their retention. He is 
in no doubt, however, on the question of the observance of the Sabbath, and the 
difficulties in the way of Sabbath keeping are, he admits, “ the strongest possible 
argument for Zionism or Territorialism.” However much orthodox Jews may 
criticise Mr. Montefiore’s selective system of Sabbath observance, they will not 
deny the eloquence with which he pleads for the hallowing of the seventh day. 
“A Sabbath,” he writes, “ without synagogue or family prayer is a Sabbath with 
much of its influence and meaning cut away.” And earlier: “Of great and 
enduring value upon the character of the child may be the ceremonies 
connected with the incoming of the Sabbath. I am inclined to think 
that, from every point of view, it would be desirable to maintain or 
reintroduce such ceremonies, adapting them doubtless here and there, so 
as to make them in no wise jar upon -our deepest convictions, but 
yet preserving their historic and traditional character.” Liberal Judaism 
thus retains or discards at will. Mr. Montefiore urges the retention of the celebra- 
tion of Passover and the eating of matzoth, the retention of the fast on the Day of

Atonement, and the observance of the other Pentateuchal festivals, and he seems 
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remains to justify them. Chanucah isretained, Purim rejected. This selective 
process bas its dangers in that it is difficult to see where any halt need or must be 
made, and the desirable selection would present itself differently to different 
minds. Chaos must inevitably result. The clinging to certain parts of traditional 
Judaism makes it appear as though a new wing were being added to an old build- 
ing, and for the purposes of the new structure the bricks and masonry of the old 
edifice were taken haphazard, disfiguring the whole pile. 

Mr. Montefiore devotes an interesting and very explicit chapter to a statement 
of the relations of Conservative and Liberal J udaism and toan attempt tosupply a series 
of “ affirmations” similar in form to, but differing in substance from, the “ thirteen 
articles '’ of Maimonides. A further chapter deals with his views on the subject 
of nation and race. Mr. Montefiore believes in Jewry asa religious brotherhood only. 
The ‘‘ mission of Israel,” he regards merely as a religious function. He condemns 
mixed marriages as tending to the extinction of the religious brotherhood, and, 
therefore, to the non-fulfilment of the Jewish religious mission. He treats the 
subject of Zionism fairly, but without concealing his own antagonism to the 
national movement. 

In the chapters on “ Judaism and Christianity " and ‘‘ The New Testament,” 
Mr. Montefiore seems to be at some pains to correct some misapprehensions to 
which his recent work in New Testament criticism has given rise. He is emphatic 
in the view that the Old Testament must remain ‘‘ the Hebrew Bible, and the 
Hebrew Bible only,” though he modifies this categorical declaration by the state- 
ment that “when Jewish monotheism has conquered the whole world, ‘the 
Bible ’ of the whole world will contain both the Old Testament and the New.” He 
reiterates his admiration for the teaching, or much of the teaching, of Jesus of 
Nazareth, and he is bold enough to believe that an explanation of his own position, 
if put before young people, will “ensure their loyalty to Judaism, while at the 
game time satisfactorily explaining to them that profound admiration of the 
teaching of Jesus, which they will find practically universal among educated 
Europeans.” 

The book is a full book, and no notice subject to the limitations of the space 
available in this column can doit full justice. Mr. Montefiore has stated his views 
with studied moderation, he is fair to opponents, generous to critics, and pro- 
foundly conecious—perbaps super-conscious—of his own limitations. A book 
written in such a spirit must command general sympathy, and not least from 
those who differ most from the author. ’ 


A BOOK ABOUT DREAMS. 

Mesers. John Leng and Co., Ltd., of Dundee and .London, have sent us for 
notice a little pamphlet entitled ‘‘ The People’s Dream Book:” The publishers, in 
a covering note explaining that this is a ‘‘ new edition ” of a work which has been 
on sale for some years, inform us that it “has enjoyed an amazing circulation,” 
while the present issue ‘‘ has been put into the hands of a keen student of the 
occult, who has sought to revise the dream readings in view of the latest research 
in psychology.” Carlyle’s “ Mostly Fools” surely never received more ample con- 
tirmation than the statement of the publishers that this dream book had attained, 
even at the modest price of one penny, a circulation; though we must admire the 
candour which characterises the circulation as “amazing.” But we are astonished, 
if it be a fact, that the compilation of this brochure was really entrusted “ to a keen 
student of the occult.” What extravagance !—and Scotch publishers, to boot— 
when anyone with a mere superficial knowledge of the ignorance and superstition 
prevalent among the classes to whom this dream book can alone appeal, could 


have done, from one point of view as well, and from another 
no worse. The ‘ psychology '’ that can invest even four farthings in 
this little bundle of trash requires no ‘‘student.’’ Alas! it projects itself in the 


silly iranities of the anw#mic-minded supporters of other “ popular ” productions of 
Messrs. Leng, andspecimens of the degeneracy or immaturity of this “ psychology ” 
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are continually being thrown up in publicly reported incidents in the lives of 
the mentally weak and morally deranged. For the meaning of dreams as given by 
this “keen student of the occult” we naturally turned to subjects of particular 
interest to us, and we find under the term “JEW” that “To dream of having 
dealings with a Jew signifies losses and bad luck. To dream that you become a 
Jew denotes poverty.” How wonderfully occult ! Under “ JEwEss”: “To dream 
of a Jewess is a sign of anger and vexation.” What research in psychology! We 
hasten to add that almost all the meanings set down by this Joseph-manqnué are 
equally laughable—we cannot say amusing—in face of the publishers’ assurance 
that there are people who spend their hard-earned pennies on such stuff, and that 
there are respectable publishers who do not hesitate to enrich themselves by such 
means. (ne word more—there is apparently, according to this precious book, no 
interpretation to a dream about Scotchmen or Scotland. The meaning of that 
sort of vision we suppose is being reserved for a book on Nightmares, to which we 
trust will be added a homily on the prostitution of popular publishing. 
AMERICAN RABBIS IN CONFERENCE. 
The 1911 report of the Central Conference of American Rabbis to hand displays 
an enormous amount of activity. No less than thirty-five separate committees 
presented reports, the majority relating to work done during the year in varion 
departments. New editions have been published of the Union Prayer Book. the 
Hymnal and the Hagadah, and efforts have been made to increase their circulati. 
among congregations. With regard to the Hymnal, the Committee on Synagow,! 
Music have been very hard at work remedying the defects of the original “publica 
tion, and endeavouring to make it more Jewish. Seven hundred texts by Jewic) 
authors were examined, and about a hundred of them have been finally selecte:! 
as suitable. The non-Jewish hymns admitted are universal in character: “yo: 
because they have been made so by expurgation—a most reprehensible practice 
but because they were originally so written.” It is impossible in a brief wotice : 
take account of what has been done by all the committees, but special interes: 
attaches to the report of the Committee on Church and State. This body under 
takes a great deal of work which in England would fall to the share of the Poa: 
of Deputies. It has corresponded with theatre managers with regard to the 
lampooning of Jews on the stage; it has taken action to compel the discontinuance. 
of Bible reading in the common schools, which is against the American law ani 
has a proselytising effect on Jewish children; and it has agitated in the schoo! 
and universities for the substitution of some other play of Shakespeare for th. 
Merchant of Venice. “Experience has convinced us that the reading and dis 
cussion of the Merchant of Venice is often followed by humiliation and insult t 
Jewish children, and has a tendency to awaken prejudice and ill-will.” Indeed 
the Conference has so many irons in the fire that one cannot help thinking that i: 
would be better if there were fewer committees and more concentration on a few 
leading objects. One of the interesting features of this year’s volume is the repor' 
of the various papers read to the Conference. That on “ Ludwig Philippson, in 
honour of the centenary of his birth,” by Rabbi J. 5S. Kornfeld, is a masterpiec 
of historical research. Less interesting, but decidedly valuable, is Rabbi Julius 
Rappaport’s paper on “ Leopold Loew, in honour of the centenary of bis birth 
Noteworthy also are paperson “ The Problem of Ethical Instruction in Pub! 
Schools” and “The Basis of Membership in the American Synagogue.” The 
writer of the latter advocates the principle of unreserved seating.

)oacogue when built, but at the same time that would not affect the East London 
uagogue so far as worshippers are concerned. Some of these people have told 
mc personally that they they never go to the East London Synagogue unless the 
Weather is exceptionally fine, and then they hesitate on account of the long walk 
there and back. I, therefore, do not think that should be an obstacle. 

| have been living in Bow about sixteen years, and can, therefore, speak from 
®\perience so far as the growth of the Jewish population in that district is con- 
cerned. Some of the streets, in which at one time you could hardly find a Jewish 
resicent, are now filled with none other than Jewish residents, and more Jews are 
coming into the neighbourhood daily. In these circumstances Bow and Bromley 
should be the place selected to build the New Synagogue, and the Jewish popula- 
tion of the district and its surroundings would show their appreciation by keeping 
the synagogue well filled with worshippers, which is the main object of the 
community.

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Atonement, and the observance of the other Pentateuchal festivals, and he seems 
anxious to accord them a historical basis, if only ‘‘a residuum of historical fact” 
remains to justify them. Chanucah isretained, Purim rejected. This selective 
process bas its dangers in that it is difficult to see where any halt need or must be 
made, and the desirable selection would present itself differently to different 
minds. Chaos must inevitably result. The clinging to certain parts of traditional 
Judaism makes it appear as though a new wing were being added to an old build- 
ing, and for the purposes of the new structure the bricks and masonry of the old 
edifice were taken haphazard, disfiguring the whole pile. 

Mr. Montefiore devotes an interesting and very explicit chapter to a statement 
of the relations of Conservative and Liberal J udaism and toan attempt tosupply a series 
of “ affirmations” similar in form to, but differing in substance from, the “ thirteen 
articles ’’ of Maitnonides. A further chapter deals with his views on the subject 
of nation and race. Mr. Montefiore believes in Jewry asa religious brotherhood only. 
The ‘‘ miesion of Israel,” he regards merely as a religious function. He condemns 
mixed marriages as tending to the extinction of the religions brotherhood, and, 
therefore, to the non-fulfilment of the Jewish religious mission. He treats the 
subject of Zionism fairly, but without concealing his own antagonism to the 
national movement. 

In the chapters on “ Judaism and Christianity " and ‘‘ The New Testament,” 
Mr. Montefiore seems to be at some pains to correct some misapprehensions to 
which his recent work in New Testament criticism has given rise. He is emphatic 
in the view that the Old Testament must remain *' the Hebrew Bible, and the 
Hebrew Bible only,” though he modifies this categorical declaration by the state- 
ment that “when Jewish monotheism has conquered the whole world, ‘the 
Bible ' of the whole world will contain both the Old Testament and the New.” He 
reiterates his admiration for the teaching, or much of the teaching, of Jesus of 
Nazareth, and he is bold enough to believe thatan explanation of his own position, 
if put before young people, will “ensure their loyalty to Judaism, while at the 
same time satisfactorily explaining to them that profound admiration of the 
teaching of Jesus, which they will find practically universal among educated 
Europeans.” 

The book is a full book, and no notice subject to the limitations of the space 
available in this column can doit full justice. Mr. Montefiore has stated his views 
with studied moderation, he is fair to opponents, generous to critics, and pro- 
foundly conecious—perbaps super-conscious—of his own limitations. A book 
written in such a spirit must command general sympathy, and not least from 
those who differ most from the author. W.

The Jewish community of Manchester has heard with deep 
regret of the death of Professor H. Hogg, which took place on 
Thursday, the 15th inst. In succession to the late Rev. L. M. 
Simmons, Professor Hogg held the Chair of Semitic Languages 
and Literatures in the Manchester University. His contributions in the Jewish 
Quarterly Review, American Journal of Semutw Languages, Interpreter, and the 
recent edition of the Encyclopedia Britannica, gave him renown as a great scholar 
of Hebrew, Arabic and Assyrian. His untimely death at the early age of forty- 
nine has deprived many scholars of Semitics of some valuable literature on the 
subject. Those students who came into contact with the late Professor have lost 
in bim a real and earnest friend. Manchester Jews will sympathise deeply with 
the bereaved Mrs. Hogg and her two daughters.

A Provincial Jewish Orphanage. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sik,— Will you kindly permit me to supplement my reminiscences in your 
last issue with an item which may serve as a reference and guidance in the future. 
In the course of visitation work for the Board of Guardians, I have met wit! 
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very many sad cases of orphan children uncared for, almost left to the mercy of 
the world. When this deplorable fact came to my knowledge some few years 


since, I addressed myself to you and opened a correspondence in your columns, | 
pointing out the urgent necessity of establishing in Manchester an orphanage for 


provincial Jewish children generally. The letter attracted some notice and a few 
promises of support were given, not enough, however, to justify a start being 
made. Ialso had a sympathetic letter from Mr. Lewis Levy, promising moral 
and material support. Mr. Levy, who is a member of the committee of the Jews’ 
Hospital and Orphan Asylum, could speak with authority, and he wrote that the 
proposal deserved to succeed, inasmuch as it was impossible to find places at 
Norwood for all the orphans in the metropolis and in the provinces. The pro- 
-ision is practically the same now as it was fifty years ago, yet in the meantime 
he community has probably doubled in number. The attempt to solve the 
problem now being made by the aid societies, although praiseworthy in itself, 
an only deal with the fringe of the question, and is as a drop in the ocean. 
Later on, I took the opportunity ofapproaching with my project the executors 
the late Mr. B. Barnato, at the time when they were deliberating as to the best 
neans of perpetuating his memory. In reply, I had a courteous letter from Mr.

The annual meeting of subscribers of the Herzl-Moser Jewish 
Hospital was held at the Jewish Institute Rooms last Sunday Mr. 
J. Moser, J.P. (Bradford), president, in the chair. Mrs. S. Diamond 
presented the annual report, and Dr. M. Umanski (medical 
superintendent), read the medical report for the year. The 
financial statement was presented by Mr. L. L. Zossenheim, hon. 
-asurer, who said that he deprecated the fact that the income showed a decrease 
compared with the previous year. They had a deficit on the year’s workings 
£76. The subscriptions, which amounted to £77, were very poor. 

Mr. MOSER, in moving the adoption of the report and balance-sheet, referred 
the poor support the institution was receiving from the local community. 

Mr. Guardian COHEN, in seconding the motion, remarked upon the pressing 
essity of acquiring new hospital premises, and pointed out that the Building 
mmumittee had already received about £800 towards that object. 

Mr. H. CAMRASS said he was delighted to see the work that was being 
omplished by the Jewish Hospital, and had pleasure in giving the sum of £25 

towards the funds of the Hospital. Mrs. J. Cohen, and Messrs. L. Good- 
an, I, Goldman, and M. H. Gordon spoke in support of the motion, which was 
‘nanimously adopted. 

The annual report states, in part:—The committee are pleased to record once more 
tinued development of the institution, and an increase of good work done by it. The 
efulness of the Hospital has been fully maintained throughout the past year, and the 
efit derived by the patients continues to be much valued by coreligionists in Leeds

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and the district. Dr. M. Umanski (the medical superintendent), in his medical report 
for the year, states that the cases dealt with during the past year number 120 in-patients 
and 760 out-patients. Of the in-patients 40 were men, 72 women and 8 children. Their 
average stay at the Hospital was 25 days. The majority of patients were discharged 
either cured or considerably improved. Owing to an epidemic of influenza in the 
district and the very serious state of some of the patients on admission, there were 
seven deaths during the year, as compared with four in the previous year. The cases 
admitted were: 80 medical, 25 iensient, 15 gynwcological and obstetrical (including two 
confinements). There were twenty operations performed during the year. Considerin 
that under the existing incomplete conditions, and with limited means at our disposal, 
730 in-patients were treated during the six years of its existence and more than 2,000 out- 
patients, one cannot deny that this institution bas more than justified its existence as an 
important charity for the relief of the poor sick of our community, while at the same time 
it has also relieved to a certain extent the pressure on the other hospitals of Leeds. But 
while the demands for beds are thus growing each year, all the available accommodation 
has already been exhausted, and the question AF por dow te has become a very urgent 
one and has already occupied the attention of the Board during the past year. But 
since the present hospital is not owned by us, we cannot possibly undertake any 
expensive alterations or improvements, and, as it is imperative to acquire or build larger 
and more suitable premises without farther delay, a special building committee has been 
appointed, of which Guardian J. Cohen is the acting chairman, to collect subscriptions 
for that purpose. The generous donation of £500 given by Mr. Julius Ephraimson, of 
Bradford, two years ago, forma but a nucleus of the amount— £1,000— required for the 
building and equipment of a hospital for thirty beds, and although the founder and 
president of this hospital, Mr. J. Reece, J.V., of Bradford, has promised to give a sub- 
stantial donation to the fund, we are obliged, nevertheless, to appeal to the generosity 
of all the benevolent and charitable friends of our community in Leeds and elsewhere to 
assist us in our endeavours to establish a hospital worthy of the best traditions of our 
race. 
hospital, and voted a grant of £10 10s. We may exptess here the hope that the Jewish 
Board of Guardians, who ought to be even more interested in our hospital, will also 
recognise our work by an even more substantial grant. 

Mr. MOSER made a strong appeal for the community's support towards the 
scheme for building a new hospital. He observed that they still required approxi- 
mately £3,000, which he thought there should be no difficulty in obtaining. He 
was deeply interested in the movement, and as an incentive to arouse the interest 
of the community, he would give the sum of £1,000, conditional upon the 
remaining £2,000 being obtained.

Nevertheless, in spite of this serious drawback, the 
school continues to maintain its pre-eminent position under the Leeds Education 
Authority, and retains its prominent place in the monthly returns of school attend. 
ances. Mr. P. L. Gray, H.M. Chief Inspector of Schools for Leeds and District, 
together with Miss Harrington, Head Lady Inspector, visited the school on the 
17th and 18th of January last, and conducted an exhaustive examination of all the 
departments of the school. As a result of the visit, the following report by Mr. 
Gray has just been issued :— 

The School is attended entirely by Jewish children, many of whom enter it with 
no knowledge of English. Their marked progress and general proficiency in these cir- 
cumstances reflect great credit on the staff. The work of the School can be reported 
upon in terms of the highest praise ; the headmaster is most ably supported by enthu- 
siastic and capable assistants. An interesting feature is the correspondence which is 
carried on with the schools, in various parts of the British Empire; this has been in 
operation for some years, and probably clone to promote the bright intelligent tone of 
the children. With the girls of the higher standards, instruction in Home Management 
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has recently been begun with excellent resulta; together with the mending, which forms 
an important part of the needlework scheme, the lessons are bearing obvious fruit in the 
appearance of the girls. The work on the whole is so good and thorough, that it is need- 
less to particularise further in regard to the various subjects. 

On the occasion of his visit, and in the presence of his colleagues, Mr. Gray 
summoned the Headmaster (Mr. J. Watson), and the staff, and personally con- 
gratulated them upon the excellent work they were doing, and pointed out that 
that was the first time in his career that he had taken the course of convening a 
staff for the purpose of congratulation.

GLASGOW. 


During the interval at the Glasgow Jewish Literary 
Society's musical evening last Sunday, Princess Barr, 
TINSKY, the distinguished Russian actress, gave a brief 
address to the members, on Russia, with particular 
reference to its Jews. She said :— 


Iam happy at this opportunity to express personally my heartiest sympathy 
with the aims of your esteemed Society. It is needless to say that I as well as m\ 
husband are always on the side of the unfortunate and oppressed Jewish nation in 
Russia. Russian Jews have played and are still playing a splendid part in the 
liberation of Russia ; therefore all the intellectuals of Russia are deeply interested 
in the abolition of the Pale of Settlement for Jews in Russia, which lays such a dis 
graceful stain onour nation. But do not forget that the stain is put upon us by the 
bureaucracy, and has in reality nothing to do with our unfortanate nation. Take 
for instance the blood stain put upon us by pogroms, and lately by the Yaschinsk\ 
affair, when the medieval absurdity of ritual murder is revived in our Holy Russia 
One shudders to think how many lives have been lost, either by way of massacr 
or of judicial murder as the result of this foul libel. And it is particular! 
terrible to reflect that in Russia to-day it is just as potent a weapon against th 
Jews as it was throughout Earope in the middle ages. We do not for one moment 
imagine that the great mass of the Russian peasantry believe in the charges, bu: 
nevertheless it always provides a ready excuse for the Black Hundre! ruffians an‘ 
the press organs that applaud and instigafe their atrocities, to stir up anti 
Semitic feeling, and to commit fresh excesses on which they know the authorities 
will look with a lenient eye. That the deliberate judgment of all impartia! 
Earopean scholars, from the thirteenth century down to the present day, should 
be thus officially flouted by the Russian Government is a degree of infamy which: 
even the staunchest champion of the bureaucracy must blush to find recorded. N. 
more damning evidence could be brought to prove that to-day Russia is not 
governed as a civilised country. Let us hope that the combined efforts 
of the lovers of freedom in Russia will put an end to such disgraceful happenings 
and will create possibilities for a peaceful development of all nationalities in Russia 
and preserve the Jews for the welfare of our common beloved country. (Lou: 
applause. |

ANNUAL MEETING. 


On Sunday afternoon, the annual meeting of the East London Orphan Aid Society, 
was held in the Adler Hall of the Stepney Jewish Schools. The announcement that the 
headmaster of the institution at Norwood would give a lantern lecture on the activities 
of the Home attracted a large gathering of subscribers and donors to the Society. rhe 
President, Mr. Lewis Levy, occupied the chair, and Mrs. Kaizer distributed the certifi. 
cates of life governorship balloted for at the last election. 

The Rev. J. F. SteRN, one of the honorary secretaries, read a letter from the Secre- 
tary of the Home acknowledging the receipt of a cheque for £300 for the Society as its 
contribution for 1911, and expressing the gratitude of the honorary officers for the con- 
tinued support of the East End. 

Before proceeding with the business on the agenda, the Chairman said that he desired 
to express on his own behalf and on behalf of those present, thanks to Mr. and Mrs. Kaizer 
for their attendance that afternoon. He did that so then because other engagements would 
prevent him staying to the conclusion of Mr. Kaizer's address. Referring to the activi- 
of the East London Orphan Aid Society, Mr. Levy said that he was pleased to be able 
to report continued pees, and a very great improvement in the weekly 
subscriptions. After deducting various sundry expenses and the collector's commission, 
their net income for 1911 showed an increase over that of the previous year of £10. He 
attributed that mainly to the improved conditions of labour in the East End. Although 
their Society was the pioneer aid society in London, it must be confessed that many more 
recently-formed aid societies had done much better work, especially considering the 
short time of their existence. For the better progress of the Society he suggested the 
introduction of methods adopted in kindred institutions, such as the election of canvass- 
ing committees and the election of new presidents each year. Having tonched upon the 
activities of the institution at Norwood, the Chairman reminded the gathering that when 
their Society was first founded the expendfture of the Norwood Home amounted to 
£9,000 a year, and that there were some 250 inmates. Now there were over 400), and the 
annual expenditure exceeded £15,500. Mr. Leopold de Rothschild would preside at the 
forthcoming dinner appeal for £20,000. That was a large sum, and East End residents 
could not, of course, contribute much in comparison to the sum required. But they 
could show their appreciation by making special efforts for the occasion, and he suggested 
the institution of a “ shilling fund” and the holding of several concerts. He moved the 
adoption of the report and balance-sheet. 

Mr. 8S. H. VALENTINE, in seconding the motion, referred to a branch of the work of 
the Home not mentioned by the Chairman, the Employment and Industrial Committee. 
He alluded to the new departures that had been — and as an instance of the good 
work done mentioned the fact that a considerable number of posts had been found for 
the inmates at Selfridge’s, where every opportunity would be afforded to the orphans to 
rise on the ladder of success. He heartily endorsed the Chairman's suggestion for the 
formation of a “ shilling fund,” and alluded to the interesting fact that he had already 
been doing something of the kind at the Old Ford and North Bow Keligion Classes, 
where several of the pupils denied themselves even of their spending money to contri. 
bute to the fand on behalf of the parent institution. 

The report and balance-sheet were unanimonsly adopted. 

The ence were re-elected :—Mr. Lewis Levy, president; the Rev. J. F. Stern, 
Mrs. Hamburger and Mr. S. H. Valentine, vice-presidents; Messre. S. Stephany, 
treasurer; Alfred Balcombe and J. Stephany, auditors; and Elias Bloomfield, sole 
hon. secretary, the Rev. J. F. Stern having withdrawn from the conjoint honorary 
secretaryship. 

Mrs. Kaizer distributed the life governorship certificates. 

The headmaster of the Home then aeliveaee a lantern lecture on the .work of the 
institution, throwing some interesting slides on the screen and giving photographs of 
those who had helped to make the institution the great success it now undoubtedly is. 

The customary vote of thanks terminated the proceedings.

PRIVATE SLAUGHTER HOUSES. 
ANOTHER THREATENED ATTACK ON -‘SHECHITA. 


A meeting convened by the Animal Defence and Anti-Vivisection Society was 
held recently at Caxton Hall, Westminster, to further a movement for the 
abolition of private slaughter-houses and the institution of humanely-conducted 
and sanitary public abattoirs. Mr. George Greenwood, M.P., who was responsible 
for the Slaughter of Animals Bill last session, moved a resolution to this effect with 
the addition of the words, “And calls upon Parliament to make the use of an 
efficient shooting apparatus compulsory.” In the course of his speech in support 
of the resolution, Mr. Greenwood said that humane slaughtering was necessary 
and Mr. E. Barnett, the Jewish butcher, had spoken of an animal which had run 
away after three futile attempts at slaughter. A subsequent speaker, Mr. Mobbs 
endeavoured to speak of what he styled “the horrible and barbarous Jewish 
system of slaughter,” but he was ruled out of order by the Chairman (Lord 
Ernest Hamilton), who declared that they could not enter into that question. Not- 
withstanding this ruling, Mr. A. C. Knight, who immediately followed, asked why 
the Jews had been exempted from the Slaughter of Animals Bill, and drew from 
Mr. Greenwood, in reply, the admission that he “ had to accept the amendment 


with reluctance.” Mr. Greenwood’s motion was adopted, but there were several 
dissentients.

A Memorial to Dr. Friedlander. 


The following letter to the Treasurers from the Rev. Isidore Harris was 
read :— 
Dear Srrs,—As Treasurer of the Friedliinder Memorial Fund, I have the pleasure 
enclose cheque for £80, being the amount, less expenses incurred, collected from the 
pupils of the late Dr. Friedliinder to perpetuate his memory. It has been decided by 
ne subscribers to hand this sum over to the Council of Jews Collewe for the purpose of 
istituting, under their direction, a Friedlinder Lectureship on subjects connected with 
ewish learning. The idea is that this £80 shall be invested by the Council of Jews 
ollege, and that the Friedliinder Lecture shall be delivered every few years as dividends 
f £10 accrue for the payment of the lecture. The subscribers hope that the Council may 
not be unwilling to take charge of the Fund and administer the proceeds of the sum for 
he purpose indicated.

Treasurer's Statement on the Finances. 


Sir ADOLPH TUCK, the Senior Treasurer, in presenting the accounts, said 
‘hat it was once again his unpleasant duty to direct attention to their unsatis- 
‘factory nature. The year 1911 opened with a deficit of £66, and, despite every 
ffort to keep the expenditure within moderate limits and to find new sources of 
ncome, this deficit had doubled, and nowstood at £!7, and would have been much 
arger had it not been for the new subscriptions and donations obtained during 
the year. Excluding the synagogues, which the College naturally had to consider 
‘ts mainstay, and Messrs. N. M. Rothschild and Sons, whose generosity to that as 
well as to other Jewish institutions was proverbial, the total income of the College 
lerived during the past year from private individuals amounted to only £724, £580 
which consisted of annual subscriptions. Beyond the subscriptions and dona. 
tions there was little else on the debtor side of the account to call for special 
mention. The amount £20 under the heading “Donations for Assistance to 
Needy Students,” represented the contributions from private sources, which, 
inder a resolution of the Council, were supplemented by an equal amount from the 
College Funds. Some months ago authority was given for the transfer of invest- 
ments, so that while the income of the College would not be appreciably reduced, a 
onsiderable amount might, by way of redemption of stocks, be available forty years 
nence, when the lease of the College building expired. On the other side of the 
account, under the heading “ Educational Expenditure,” the most noticeable 
‘eature was from the educational point of view gratifying, but from the financial 

int of view alarming ; the growth of the University College fees stood at £362, as 
ompared with £107 five years ago. The principal diminution was that of £115 on 
the item pension, due to the death of the late Principal. On the administrative 
-Xpenditure there was again a saving on this occasion of £25, and this despite the 
ncrease of £20 on rates and taxes, due to the increased assessment, against which 
‘hey appealed in vain a year ago. For the current year the outlook 
‘a8 not more promising, and unless the resolution which the Council adopted 
at the last meeting, for every member to secure at least three subscribers, was 
ut wholeheartedly into effect, the position of the College a year hence would be a 
very unsatisfactory one indeed. In their estimate of income, the Treasurers bad, 
f anything, been more sanguine than the circumstances justified. In any event, 
‘0 the absence of some new and unexpected sources of income, the deficit a year 
sence could not be less than £390. The difference under “Salaries” on the other 
side of the account was due to two factors. a reduction of £125 a year on 
sccount of the retirement of Dr. Hirsch, and an increase of £50 in the Principal's 
salary, to come into force next August. The retirement of Dr. Hirsch led, of 
urse, to an increase, nota diminution of expenditure. In place of the £375 
vitherto paid to him, there would be the salary of his successor, £250), and his 
pension, £300. Of the latter amount, £100 had been promised from private sources. 
-he proper proportion of this for the current year had therefore been excluded 
‘rom the estimates, but the total amount of pensions payable in 1912, for which 
‘ne College was responsible, was £417. With regard to the remainder of the 
estimated items of expenditure but little need be said. A grant of £50 from 
_ollege funds to needy students had already been authorised. The expenditure on 
utrance scholars was estimated as stationary, as no scholarship was awarded as a 
usequence of the December examination. Thesum of £380for University College 
‘e@8, Was @ very conservative estimate, as was also “ Repairs, £80." It rested with 
he members of the Council, in the first instance, and of course with the commanity 
enerally, to relieve the Treasurers of the deficit of £392, and to help them towards 
. healthier state of affairs. The gratitude of Mr. Schiff and himself would be both 
‘eep and lasting. 
The accounts and estimates were adopted. 


Annual Report. 


The draft of the fifty-sixth annual report was presented. It opens with 
references to the deaths of the Chief Rabbi, Lord Swaythling, and Mr. Marcus 
Adler. The following are extracts from other portions :— 

The Council are pleased to be able to report steady and continued progress both in 
‘he educational and the administrative work of the Cellege. The recen ly-adopted 
“xperimental schemes for recruiting prospective students for the College have been main- 
‘ained and strengthened, and new measures have been taken in other directions which 
‘re calculated to promote the chief aims and objects of the institution. While the ques- 

on of limiting admissions to the preparatory class has received the attention of the 
~ducation Committee and the Council, the number of external pupils in training at 
‘econdary schools for entrance into the College has grown to seven during the year under 
review. Hebrew tuition for five hours a week throughout three sessions is provided for 
‘hese pupils, as well as for several junior county scholars, on the College premises, under 
-he direction of a member of the staff. Three more matriculated students have obtained 
\dmission to the College, bringing up to a total of seven the number of students who 
“ave entered the College during the last three years directly without baving 
previously passed through the preparatory class or held entrance scholarships 
at secondary schools. he Council have been able during the past year 
to give special consideration to the further development of some of ‘the 
main objects of the College. Arrangements have been made with the authorities of 
King’s College by which post-graduate students of Jews’ College attend regular courses 
of instruction in the theory of pedagogy and acquire the necessary practical experience 
in class-teaching under the supervision of a professor of education. These arrange- 
ments were rendered possible by the ready co-operation of the London County Council 
and the committee of the Westminster Jews’ Free School. The Council have also con- 
sidered the desirability of affording facilities to senior students of the College for gain- 
ing practical experience in ministerial work within the spbere of the United Synagogue. 
There have been no changes in the lecturing staff, a Feldman having been 
to continue as Lecturer in Homiletics for e year 1911-12. Some 
important re-arrangements are contemplated in the coming year. oy 
the respected theological tutor, whose association with the College extends 

Over @ period of thirty-two years, will retire from active duties in April next on 
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account of advancing age. The Council take this, the earliest opportunity, of placing 
on record their deep appreciation of the long and devoted services rendered by him to 
this institution and of the true Jewish influence that he has exercised upon it. Apart 
from the educational requirements of the students, the Council exercise des supervision 
also over their material needs. An Assistance Committee has been constitated for the 
vurpose of affording help in private to needy but promising students at the College. 
Juring the year under review, Mr. E. Drukker, B.A., has been appointed Minister at 
the North-West London Synagogue, and Mr. M. Braun, B.A., Assistant Minister of the 
East London Synagogue. All the students have during the past year officiated in syna- 
gogues and public institutions in the metropolis and provinces on Sabbaths, festivals, 
and other occasions. The Council have welcomed the addition to their membership of 
Dr. Redcliffe N. Salaman. To Dr. Biichler, the principal, and to the members of 
the Lecturing and Teaching Staff, the Council offer their best thanks for their 
valued services and zealous efforts in the work of the institution. The 
Secretary, Mr. Albert M. Hyamson, has performed his arduous duties to 
the entire satisfaction of the Council. Once more the Council have to direct 
attention to the serious financial condition in which the College still finds itself. 
The year 1911 closed with a deficit of £137, despite the great care with which 
the expenses were watched throughout that period, and the renewed efforts made to 
obtain fresh sources of revenue. For the present year the prospect is even more 
unsatisfactory. In consequence of the retirement of Dr. Hirsch, and owing to other 
stafi-matters, the College is committed to a relatively considerable increase under the 
heading of educational expenditure. On the other hand, several very generous sup- 
porters of the College have died since, and their places have not yet been filled. The 
estimates have been considered by the Council, who can find no glimmer of hope that the 
anxiety of the Treasurers in meeting the current expenditure of the College will be relieved 
in the near future, unless the community comes forward and gives at length an adequate 
though tardy support to an institution that is vitally necessary to its well-being. 


Miscellaneous. 


Dr. Samuel Daiches was elected Lecturer in Homiletics to succeed Dayan 
Feldman. 

The Education Committee submitted a recommendation that not more than 
one entrance examination to the Preparatory Class be held in any year unless in 
the opinion of the Principal it appeared desirable to hold an additional one. 

The CHAIRMAN stated that, owing to the reduction of the members of the 
Preparatory Class, it bad been decided to dispense with one of the teachers 
assigned to this class. This was an important step in the direction of the abolition 
of the Preparatory Class. 

The Council considered a scheme of superannuation for officials based on that 
recently adopted by the United Synagogue. 

After discussion the scheme was adopted.

TRAGIC ACCIDENT TO A MOTHER. 


Mr. E. H. Kloot, the Beadle of the East London Synagogue and a member of the 
St. John Ambulance Brigade, was instramental in saving a poor Jewish woman from 
imminent death. A young mother, a Mrs. Levene was, on Monday morning last, bathing 
her infant child—her first baby—in front of the fire of her room, at 153, Stepney Green, 
when her clothing caught fire.

Kloot, who lived next door, was hastily summoned to heraid. Having succeeded in 
divesting the sufferer of ber burning clothing, Mr. Kloot wrapped her in blankets and 
took her to the London Hospital on one of the conveyances of the Fire brigade, which 
had meanwhile arrived upon the scene 

Mrs. Levene, whose condition from the first was extremely precarious, passed away 
in the London Hospital yesterday morning. Mr. Kloot was slightly burned on one of 
his hands, but is not incapacitated from duty.

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EAST END SOCIAL CLUB FOR THE JEWISH DEAF. 


NEW PREMISES OPENED. 


CONSECRATION BY THE REV. A. A. GREEN. 


The opening and consecration took place on Saturday evening of the new premises, 
situated at 5, Aldgate Avenue, of the East End Social Club for the Jewish Deaf, a modest 
institution that has for the past nine years done excellent service by catering for the 
social needs of the unfortunate Jewish young men and women who have been deprived of 
the powers of hearing and speech. 

Dr. A. Ercunonz, President, was in the chair. Mrs. H. Lebas declared the club 
open, and the Rev. A. A. Green performed the consecration ceremony. 


Psalm xxx. was read by Mr. Greex, who then delivered an address, which, together 
with the other speeches, was explained to the members through an interpreter. He said 
they were there to ask the blessing of the Almighty upon the new home they had found 
for their club, and to express the hope that it would become the means 
of lifting up and brightening the lives of their members by the happy 
hours they would spend there and by the friendships they would form. They 
were grateful to Mrs. Lebus for coming there to Selene the clab open, and most 
thankful to Dr and Mra. Fichholz and Mr. Julian Falk ‘treasufer) for the trouble they 
had taken on their bebalf for so many years. As to Mrs. Eichholz, the members knew 
that she had been called upon to bear many troubles of her own, and they all hoped that 
the comfort and help she had given all her friends’ there might be rewarded by comfort 
and help for herse!f. They would like most of all to be able to tell Miss Davids how 
much they thonght of her work for them. She had been a true friend to everyone there. 
The members could only repay her in their love for her, and that they did with all their 
hearts. It was the great desire of the managers that the members would use this 
club as a second home. When they were happy, they should come there to share 
their happiness with others. When unhappy, they should come there to meet 
friends who woald ease their hearts and lighten their burdens. Of course they 
would know that the members of that club had much to bear. Thev 
should try to be content and cheerful; it was often very hard, but it would never fail 
to bring them bles-ing. They should be patient and forbearing with their fellow-mem- 
bers, and above all always turn to God and trust in Him and pray to Him. Those of 
them who spoke were only able to speak to Him by the language of their hearts. He 
watcbed and waited for their love, and they prayed that the members would give Him 
that love and that He would watch over them and bless them. 

Mrs. Lesvus formally declared the club open and wished it every success. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving a vote of thanks to Mrs. Lebus, said that while, previons 
to the establishment of the club, the edacational needs of their deaf friends had been 
dealt with, nothing had been done for their Jewish young men andwomen. Thena 
number of ladies and gentlemen had come together and helved them to do for the deaf and 
dumb of the Jewi h community in the East End of London what was being done for other 
young men and women. Ever since, it had been their joy to grow, till now the club had 
attained a high pitch of snecess. He specially referred to the success that had attended 
the admission of both lady and gentlemen members, of which they had at first found 
difficulty in convincing some of their friends. The wives had come with their husbands 
and the young men with their sweethearts. He hoped the members would ive all their 
support to the club, as their interest was necessary in addition to outside help. He was 
very glad that Miss Davids and Miss Waugh had succeeded in getting those modest 
bat good premises. The size of the building was no measure of the success which was 
possible for them, and with God s help and the support of their friends they would succeed 
in making the club a power for much good 

Miss H. Dav tps( Hon. Secretary), moved a vote of thanks to the Rev. A. A. Green, who, 
she said, was not only connected with the club as their much required Jewish clergyman, 
but had acquired for them many supporters. 

The Rev. A. A. Green briefly responded. His connection with the club, he said, 
addressing only the visitors, was one of the most painful he had ever had asa Jewish 
Minister. He bad found in the Jewish CHRONICLE some few years ago that the club 
wanted a Chaplain, and seeing that no one with either thie time or the special ability to 
communicate with the deaf had come forward, he hadspoken to Dr. Eichholz and offered 
his services. Since then he had come forward to speak to the members whenever he 
could find the leisure, but he could not and would not pretend that he acted as Chaplain. 
His opinion was that a community like ours should make the care of those who were 
afflicted in any way a first charge. It should not be left to the chance philanthropic 
effort of such persons as were present that night. He had just received a copy of the 
transactions of the American rabbis, and he found that the clergy wisely and bie on 2 
made special arrangements for the blind and deaf. Why should these poor afflicted 

wople be left alone here’ It was the duty of the community to provide a special Jewish 
Minister to look after the blind and one for the deaf—-for those who needed so much the 
comfort of religion and for whom so little was done. In a community like ours it ought 
to be the charge of someone specially appointed, and not left to the chance opportunities 
of the leisure of a busy man like himself It was all very well for him to come and to 
bring with him a good woman like Mrs. Lebuas, but it was not so mach the money as the 
conecience of the community that was required. 

On behalf of the clab, one of the members, Mr. A. Fink, thanked the visitors for 
attending. His articulation was well-nigh perfect. 

Thanks were also accorded the interpreter, whose every sign had been closely 


followed during the proceedings, the audience punctuating the speeches with enthusiastic 
applause.

UNREST IN THE TAILORING TRADE. 


Under the chairmanshipof Mr. Lewis Lyons, a member of the Tailoring Trade Board 
of Great Britain, a public meeting of workers engaged in the waiscoat trade was held on 
Sunday, by the East London Waiscoat Makers Union.

Mr. Lyons 
has addressed one meeting, and another is being arranged, of master tailors, and he is 
endeavouring to get them to work together with the employees for better conditions, 
instead of their fighting each other. He will attend next month, as delegate of the 
Garment Workers Union and the Waistcoat Makers Union, a conference of all tailors 
eaeae in the country, to be held at Nottingham under the chairmanship of Mr. Ben

The Waistcoat Makers’ Union, which enrolled many new members at the meeting 
referred to, has decided to hold future meetings at the Whitechapel Labour Exchange, 
far more desirable headquarters than the public-house which is so often the resort of 
unions and societies.

Another of the Jewish societies, engayed in paving th 
way for “approval” under the National Insurance Act, bas just circulated a | 
of ten questions among its members, three of them relating to naturalisatic: 
One society issued its form on the 15th of the pr sent month, and requested tha 
it be returned, duly filled in, by the 3ist of January ! 


The Jewish Unions have experienced something of a set-back in a decisi 
arrived at in an action brought by a journeyman tailor at the Bow County Cour 
The plaintiff, a member of the Military and Uniform Tailors’ Trade Uni 
sought to recover the difference between the amount paid to him for certain wo: 
and the trade union rate. The man was engaged in the basting of sev 
municipal uniforms, the contract for the making of which contained a clause as ° 
the payment of trade union rate of wages. Instead of the usual three shilli: 
and sixpence, the plaintiff was paid two shillings less per garment, and took 
money under protest. The manager of the firm of contractors averred that the: 
was “no trade union they knew of which stipulated for any special rate of wav 
in this business,” and his Honour, in finding for the defendant, observed tha’ 
plaintiff “had failed to show that he had not been fairly remunerated.” A: 
interesting case, of which we may possibly hear further.

I saw Max Reinhardt’s production the other evening for the second time, and 
‘he fine performance impressed me even more than on the first occasion. This 
»xperience of mine, I learn, is by no means singular. I hear the same from others 
who, having witnessed the wonderful play at Olympia once, have been tempted to 
ce it again. The grandeur of the scenes, the bigness of the whole, its bigness of 
iea as well as of mere mechanical stagecraft, the sweetness and aptness of 
‘lumperdinck’s music—everything that occurred t> me on my first visit, revealed 
-self to me with added charm and attractiveness upon a re-visit. To be sure, it is 
ne of the finest productions that has ever been ventured. 
I did not like the English nun as well as the Russian; I think the fire scene 
suld well be omitted, since the flames are necessarily so unreal; I think the 
:mbling dance of the Mannikins a mistake, as detracting somewhat from the high 
vel of the play. But these are, after all, details—small points in comparison. 
_yually a detail is the fact that Miss Braithwaite makes a far finer Madonna—in 
race of carriage, in solematty of bearing—than did the lady who originally took 
ne part. A play like the Miracle cannot be marred or made upon any detail. It 
as to be judged in its entirety. And, in its entirety it is a great conception—a 
onderful presentation. 
But it was especially as a Jew that the play impressed me. For here we had 
, representation of what Christianity is in as it were its concrete form, and we 
uld see what the Jew has been fighting, passively for the most part, through all 
he centuries. We could note the enslavement of reason by sheer faith, the 
ruelties enacted in the name of religion, the idolatry against which the Jew was 
‘brough all the living witness. We could understand why throughout the middle 
ages, the heyday of the power of the Romish Church, the Jew was its mortal enemy 
and suffered accordingly. And we could feel no small pride in the martyrdom 
vhich was undergone by our ancestors when we noted the cause for which the 
‘ew stood. Here there was brought to mind more vividly than by anything else 
that I remember, the true inwardness of the long drawn-out tragedy of the Jew. 
‘Ve could see as in a panorama of woe the meaning of it all—the torture and 
ihe burnings and the flagellations, and the outrages ; the hatred, the venom poured 
utupon him: No wonder! How could it be otherwise, if the Jew persistently 
refused to be drawn into the seething vortex of superstition and bigoted fanaticism, 
vhich had overwhelmed all peoples except the Jewish? How could the Jew 
expect to escape from the fury of the mob, sodden with priest-made faith in images, 
io miracles, in all the craft by which the cleric can enslave the reason 
of those who come under his mental and moral sway? Reivhardt’s production 
made one glory in recollection of the mean and noisome ghetto, in the hackings 
and the burnings, and the deaths of ignominy of the Jew. For the play showed 
13 what it was all for, and proved to us that it was not alone the cause of Judaism 

which the Jew suffered and died, but the cause of humanity, of reason,

of religion itself in all its purity. It is no small thing to be able to think that but for 


‘he Jew the sort of thing we see in ‘The Miracle” would have become stereotyped 


nto the lives of men and women ; that it was the Jew, and the Jew only, who saved 
modern civilisation from such a disaster—nay, who made possible by his protest 
against Romanism what we have come to understand by the term civilisation. Why 
the Jew suffers to-day is quickly to be accounted for when we watch the production at 


Olympia. It is one of not the least fruitful. lessons of the play. For it is clearly 


ine to the fact that something of the old Adam of bigotry and idolatry still 


remains, and where it has largest sway there the Jew suffers most. Not in 
Logland or in America, where freedom of thought and of conscience are held 
.3 precious possessions, but in Russia, where the Holy Church reigns and enslaves.

ANNUAL REPORT. 


The fourteenth annual report has just been issued. It states in part :— 

The membership has increased a little, and now amounts to about one hundred and 
eighty. Improvements to the club premises had become alsolutely necessary ; the 
whole of the inside and outside required doing up. In addition to this it was desirable 
that the lighting and heating arrangements should be altered. The cost of the whole of 
this work was kindly defrayed by the president, who.in addition, arranged for new 
lavatory, bathroom and dressing-room accommodation and some structural repairs, 
including an office, which wag built on the roof of the gymnasium. These improvements 
have added greatly to the comfort of the Club, which is very much indebted to Mr. 
Montefiore for his generosity. Twice a year the Club has to regret the loss of those 
members who have reached the age of nineteen during the preceding six months. The 

ood, however, of the past years is not lost, as nearly all members on leaving join the 

en's Club, and the healthy influence is continued in the allied Institution. A Junior 
Club has been formed which meets on Saturday afternoons in winter for boys between 
the ages of ten and thirteen; they pay a subscription of one penny per month; this 
feature has been a great success, the average attendance being between sixty and 
seventy ; the management and amusément of these boys is left much in the hands of 
the senior members. ‘The scarcity of managers renders it very difficult effectively to 
carry on the work of the Institution, the future of which must seriously suffer if 
additional workers are not forthcoming ; the committee, therefore, appeal most earnestly 
to gentlemen who can spare one evening a week, or one evening a fortnight, to hel) 
them in this respect. The library has been superintended by Mr. Young, ably assiste 
by a member (E. Goldberg), and now contains about four hundred volumes. ~ Gifts of 
books and periodicals will be particularly welcome. The West Central Magazine has 
been issued regularly, and has recorded the doings of the Club and those of the Men's 
Club. Numer us entries were made in the competitions held by the Federation of 
Working Boys’ Clubs with gratifying results. In the Jewish Athletic Association 
Sports we competed in almost all events, with the result that we gained several 
successes, including the Junior Athletic Cup for the fifth year in succession. Gymnastic 
classes have been held regularly throughout the year, and form an important feature 
in the life of the Club. Considerable progress has been made in boxing. Mr. Young 
has taught shooting on the miniature rifle range, and has about seventy boys under 
tuition, many of whom have acquired considerable proficiency ; our team won the “Sir 
Samuel Scott” trophy for miniature rifle shooting, this being the first occasion on 
which it has been won by a Jewish club. Cricket and football games have been played 
py me! at Walthamstow, and teams have competed in the Jewish Athletic League. 
A first aid class has been formed under the auspices of the L.C.C., and has been popular. 
Swimming classes have been held regularly twice a week during the summer, and oncea 
week during the winter. 

The annual display and prize distribution will take place at the Club, 38, Fitzroy 

Square, on Sunday afternoon, March 3rd. Mr. F. Mead, the Police Magistrate, will 
preside, and Mrs. Claude G. Montefiore will distribute the prizes.

Sports and Pastimes. 


Attack on Athleticism. 


The organ of the medical profession, the Lancet, is for ever finding some new 
horror in our daily life, and its latest is an attack on athleticism. We are con- 
strained to reprint in part that journal’s recrimination for the edification of our 
readers :—

With an unparalleled opportunity for observing, during their school course and in 
their subsequent careers, large classes of young men, the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery of the American Navy has come to the conclusion that spectacular and com- 
petitive athletics are undesirable. It is held that the prolonged and rigorous course of 
exercise necessary to excel in physical sports is injurious in its after-effects. The records 
of 625 athletes of the Naval Academy clasten from 1591 to 1911 were examined to deter- 
mine the bearing of early athletics on physical efficiency in after-life. Of these, 21 
died—6 from tuberculosis, 8 from mental and nervous disease, 2 from alcoholism indirectly, 
1 from acute dilatation of the heart, and 1 from valvular disease of the heart. The last 
two deaths were directly attributed to running. One death was due toan injury received 
during football. Of the remaining 604 athletes in the Service, 198 have had disabilities 
noticed in the official records, to which athletics stand in a possible or probable causal 
relation. The opinion is expressed that long-distance racing is productive of serious 
harm. Modern athletics are encouraged, and in the Naval Academy the Swedish system 
of exercises is now being tried with satisfactory results. 


An Effective Reply. 


Our sporting contemporary asks what all that means. On the face of it, it 
observes, the proportion of deaths seems the reverse of abnormally large. Does 
the Lancet appreciate the fact that these statistics form about the finest tribute 
that athleticism has ever received? We venture to suggest, proceeds our contem- 
porary, that no ordinary batch of 625 men, selected from any particular avocation 
or profession, would show such a remarkably clean record. The only deaths that 
could be directly attributed to athleticism numbered three! And it may be 
pointed out that the Yankee delight for “hustling” has probably as much to do 
with two of these deaths as anything else, beyond which it is undeniable that the 
main responsibility for the participation of youngsters with weak hearts in athletic 
sports must be borne by the medical authorities, for all the youngsters referred to 
were professedly under medical observation while at the training colleges. 


Long-Distance Running. 


Then, again, the Lancet does not know that “ athletics” in America is a wide 
term, covering every grade of sport, and including that fearsome thing American 
football. It is almost wonderful that of 625 athletes only one died from injuries 
at football. We thought they were carried off in batches at every match! 
As to the diatribe against long-distance running, it may be remarked that the 
naval cadets get very little of that in America. You may find them sprinting or 
playing football, but there is precious little evidence that they have ever taken any 
great interest in long-distance running. The fact is, the medicos who are for ever 
inveighing against distance-running lose no opportunity for getting one in against 
it. We wonder what they would think-of the effect of long-distance racing on the 
redskins, who used to run for days ata time. Would the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery contend that they were weaker specimens of physical humanity than the 
hustling shop assistant or pork-packer ? 


A Club Function. 


An interesting club function is announced to take place at the Pavilion 
Theatre on Sunday afternoon. The occasion is the prize distribution and display of 
the Victoria Working Boys’ Club in celebration of the eleventh anniversary of the 
institution. Few clubs have obtained greater popularity—and deserved it—than 
the club in Fordham Street, and next Sunday’s display will, as usnal, afford an 
opportunity to many of witnessing some of the excellent work carriegon within 
the walls of the club. The institution is exceedingly fortunate in its managers, 
and to no one is it more indebted than to its indefatigable honorary secretary, that 
most energetic of all club workers, Mr. Charles E. Sebag-Montefiore. Always 
up-to-date, the club acts as a great attraction, with the result that for some years 
it has boasted of a fairly lengthy “ waiting list.” In connection with the club 
there is the “ kiddies’ section,” while those who are not eligible for member- 
ship on account of the age limit join the healthy offshoot of the club, the “ Old 
Victorians.” Mr. L. Harris will take the chair at Sunday’s function, and Mrs. 
Harris will hand the awards to those of the members who have gained success in 
the many varied activities of the club. 


Cheap Sports Library. 


Mr. Evelegh Nash is about to inaugurate his latest enterprise in cheap books. 
In the courseof a few days he will issue the first two volumes of his new “ National 
Library of Sports and Pastimes” a series of popular handbooks written by experts, 
each volume illustrated with thirty-two full page action photographs, and published 
at the price of 2s. net. The publisher claims for this series that it will be the 
cheapest sports library in existence, and that in all essentials, and for the practical 
purpose of learning the games, the volumes will equal any books on similar subjects 
published at higher prices.

Alien Returns.

A NEW FORM. 


An interesting and useful departure has been made in the method of issuing th. 
monthly returns of the traffic movement between this and foreign countries. Th 
customary method in the past was to publish separately the figures of the trai! 
between this country and places out of Europe, and those of the traffic between 
the United Kingdom and continental ports. With the January return, the tw 
sets of figures are published simultaneously, with the result that a far clearer vie. 
can be taken of the passenger movement as a whole. 

According to the return in question, 29,797 aliens in all arrived in thi 
country last month, and 27,714 departed, leaving a balance inward for the 
month of 2,083. This figure was made up of 838 from places out of Europe, and 
1,245 from continental ports; and compare with a balance outward of 1,195 in 
January of last year. The difference is accounted for by the fact that in January, 
1911, there was a balance outward to places out of Europe of 498 and to continenta! 
ports of 697. 

Whereas in January, 1911, the inward balance of foreigners from the United 
But an outward 
balance of 24 to places in the British Empire was converted last month into an 
inward balance of 735, the responsibility for which rested with British North 
America, the inward balance from which country increased from 123 to 837.
